music.  I  make  this  request,  because  in  your  public  utterances  on 
this  subject  during  the  last  election  you  have  been  reported  as 
saying  in  substance,  that  you  would  make  the  same  appointment 
if  you  had  it  to  do  again.  Allow  me  also  to  state  as  concisely  as 
may  be  my  position  in  this  matter. 

As  you  are  well  aware,  last  year  I  made  no  requests  whatever 
with  reference  to  assignments  to  committees,  nor  did  I  express 
any  preferences  when  personally  questioned  by  you.  When  I  was 
elected  to  membership  on  the  Boston  school  committee  I  felt  it 
incumbent  upon  me  to  perform  without  question  whatever  duties 
were  assigned  to  me  to  the  extent  of  my  ability.  Whatever  has 
been  assigned  to  me  to  do  I  have  tried  to  do  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  schools.  When  I  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  text-book 
committee  the  qviestion  of  propriety  in  serving  as  such  never  for 
one  moment  occurred  to  me.  The  election  of  authors  to  member- 
ship on  school  boards,  and  their  appointment  to  text-book  com- 
mittees has  been  so  long  prevalent  in  Boston  and  other  places 
that  it  had  apparently  become  a  matter  of  custom.  Men  of  far 
larger  publishing  interests  than  I  could  ever  hope  to  have,  more 
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distinguished  and  far  abler  than  myself,  have  served  as  members 
of  this  committee,  and  have  performed  duties  as  members  of  the 
text-book  committee  not  only  without  having  criticism  cast  upon 
them,  but  with  the  highest  degree  of  efficiency.  I  do  not  quote 
these  men  for  the  purpose  of  excusing  myself,  but  rather  to  show 
that  custom  has  proven  it  wise  and  usual  to  have  such  men  serv- 
ing in  this  capacity. 

Among  the  prominent  men  who  served  upon  the  school  com- 
mittee of  Boston,  and  in  most  instances  upon  the  text-book 
committee,  are  the  following:  Mr.  Francis  H.  Underwood  and 
Mr.  W.  T.  Adams  (Oliver  Optic),  both  having  as  publishers  Lee 
&  iShepard;  Dr.  W.  A.  Mowry,  having  as  publishers  Silver,  Bur- 
dett  &  Company;  President  Francis  A.  Walker  of  the  Institute  of 
Technology,  and  Prof.  A.  Lawrence  Lowell,  who  had  contracts 
with  Houghton,  Mifflin  &  Company;  also  Brooks  Adams,  Samuel 
PZliot  and  Kev.  J.  T.  Duryea.  Prior  to  1876  I  find  the  names  of 
the  following  prominent  authors  who,  it  is  fair  to  presume,  served 
as  members  of  the  text-book  committee,  or  at  least  were  consulted 
with  regard  to  text-books,  or  certainly  had  a  vote  on  the  adoption 
of  books:  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson,  Thomas  Starr  King,  Francis 
Parkman,  Dr.  Dio  Lewis,  Kate  G.  Wells,  William  R.  Alger,  T.  M. 
Brewer,  S.  K.  Lothrop,  Edward  S.  Morse,  Lucretia  A.  Crocker, 
Lucia  M.  Peabody,  Charles  Hutchins,  and  S.  Arthur  Bent. 

Just  across  the  Charles,  in  another  city,  there  has  never  been  a 
time,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  when  there  has  not  been  an  author 
upon  the  board  serving  as  a  member  of  the  text-book  committee. 
Horace  E.  Scudder,  for  a  long  time  chairman  of  the  board  and 
text-book  committee,  was  connected  with  Houghton,  Mifflin  & 
Company;  Prof.  Albert  Bushnell  Hart,  publishes  not  only  with 
Macmillan  &  Company  but  with  other  houses;  Prof.  Paul  Hanus, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  text-book  committee,  has  as  publish- 
ers the  firm  of  Ginn  &  Company.  Among  others  in  the  same 
city  are  Mrs.  Stickney  and  Profs.  Goodwin  and  Taussig.     Dr.  D. 

B.  Hagar,  whose  name  is  respected  and  revered  by  all  who  knew 
him,  served  for  many  years  as  chairman  of  the  tex1>book  committee 
and  chairman  of  the  school  board  in  the  city  of  Salem.  Among 
other  men  serving  in  this  capacity  here  in  New  England  are  Prof. 

C.  F.  A,  Currier  and  Dr.  A.  F.  Blaisdell  of  Winchester.  Else, 
where.  President  Butler  of  Columbia  and  Harper  of  Chicago;  Mr. 
C.  M.  Woodward  of  St.  Louis  and  Dr.  Rosenau  of  Baltimore. 

When  President  Eliot  recommended,  and  the  secretary  of  war 
appointed,  xllexis  E.  Frye  as  superintendent  of  schools  in  Cuba, 
did  the  fact  that  he  was  the  author  of  a  series  of  geographies,  pub- 
lished by  Ginn  &  Company,  prove  an  objection?  And  yet  the 
entire  responsibility  of  selecting  books  for  the  schools  there  was 
to  be  placed  in  his  hands.  Similar  facts  are  true  with  regard  to 
Prof.  Martin  G.  Brumbaugh  of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania, 
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who  is  now  superintendent  of  schools  in  Porto  Rico,  and  who  had 
a  series  of  readers  published  by  Christopher  Sower  &  Company. 

It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  wisdom  and  propriety  of  an 
author's  holding  this  position  had  already  been  determined  by 
custom  here  in  New  England  and  elsewhere,  and  I  could  not 
admit  that  my  position  had  any  impropriety  in  it,  without  bring- 
ing into  question  the  reputation  of  those  who  have  preceded  me, 
and  others  who  are  contemporary  and  serving  similarly  else- 
where. Still  further,  I  do  not  look  upon  this  matter  as  pertaining 
solely  to  school  committees,  but  rather  as  an  affair  involving 
other  boards  before  whom  the  selection  of  books  must  come, 
such  as  trustees  and  examining  committees  of  libraries.  The 
last  annual  report  of  our  own  library  gives  a  list  of  all  who  have 
ever  served  as  trustees.  This  list  is  graced  with  such  names  as 
Samuel  Carr,  James  Freeman  Clarke,  Edward  Everett,  George  S. 
Hillard,  George  Ticknor,  Francis  A.  Walker,  Edwin  P.  Whipple, 
Justin  Winsor  and  many  others;  while  the  list  of  examining 
committees  is  luminous  with  such  names  as  W.  T.  Adams  (Oliver 
Optic),  W.  R.  Alger,  W.  F.  Apthorp,  Mrs.  Mary  E.  Blake,  Phillips 
Brooks,  Mellen  Chamberlain,  Edna  D.  Cheney,  J.  T.  Duryea, 
Samuel  Eliot,  J.  T.  Fields,  Horace  H.  Furness,  George  A.  Gordon, 
Robert  Grant,  T.  W.  Higginson,  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes,  Prof. 
Barrett  Wendell,  and  scores  of  others. 

Had  I  resigned  last  year  as  a  member  of  the  text-book  com- 
mittee it  would  have  been  an  implied  criticism  not  only  on 
authors  who  have  filled  such  positions  before,  but  also  upon 
those  who  are  now  occupying  positions  on  other  boards  in  other 
cities  and  towns  and  upon  educational  boards  in  general.  I  for 
one  am  not  willing  to  admit  for  an  instant  that  authors  or  editors 
performing  service  upon  these  boards  are  even  possibly  governed 
by  personal  considerations  to  the  detriment  of  those  large  inter- 
ests which  are  committed  to  their  hands.  1  cannot,  therefore, 
believe  that  my  resignation  was  called  for,  and  I  did  not  propose 
to  stultify  myself,  nor  to  bring  into  disrepute  those  who  have 
acted  in  a  similar  capacity,  as  I  should  have  done,  if  I  had  * 
resigned.  The  full  significance  of  such  an  act  would  involve  not 
only  this  special  committee  and  this  board  but  every  board  acting 
in  an  educational  capacity  in  every  public  institution  in  this 
country.  The  same  argument  against  service  upon  the  text-book 
committee  would  apply  equally  to  the  service  upon  the  school 
committee.  This  same  attack  could  be  made  upon  superintend- 
ents, supervisors  and  teachers  in  schools  and  professors  in  insti- 
tutions under  public  control.  The  names  and  reputations  of 
those  making  text-books  who  are  serving  upon  boards  in  this  city 
are  well  known  to  you.  In  other  cities  I  mention  only  a  few: 
Superintendent  Maxwell  of  New  York;  Jones,  formerly  of  Cleve- 
land; Emerson  of  Buffalo;  Greenwood  of  Kansas  City;  Boone  of 
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Special  Com- 
mittee on  Ex- 
tended Use  of 
School  Build-* 
ings  to  be 
appointed.

Aldrich  of  Brookline;  Balliet  of  Springfield,  and  so  on  without 
number.  Are  these  gentlemen  directly  interested  in  the  selection 
of  text-books  to  resign  or  to  cease  to  write  text-books  ?  Observe 
what  is  involved  in  this  question:  If  these  men  are  not  able  and 
capable  of  making  and  selecting  text -books  who  is  ? 

Still  further,  this  question  involves  the  selection  of  men  who 
are  to  serve  upon  the  school  board  in  the  future.  Shall  the  public 
lose  the  services  upon  the  school  committee  of  men  like  William 
T.  Harris,  President  Eliot  of  Harvard,  Prof.  Sedgwick  of  the 
Institute,  President  Roosevelt  of  the  United  States,  and  thousands 
of  other  men  of  equal  fitness  and  ability  ?  If  I  had  felt  that 
my  resignation  would  have  settled  this  matter  satisfactorily 
and  absolutely,  I  should  not  have  had  the  slightest  hesitancy  in 
giving  it. 

I  have  now  completed  the  duty  assigned  me  and  am  ready  to 
render  account  to  my  fellow-citizens  (even  tc^  the  most  exacting) 
on  the  method,  efficiency  and  honesty  of  my  stewardship.  The 
fact,  however,  that  there  may  be  at  the  present  time  a  miscon- 
ception in  the  public  mind  in  regard  to  the  contractuary  relations 
of  authors  and  publishers  leads  me  to  make  the  above  request. 

I  wish  to  assure  you  that  your  confidence  and  high  esteem  for 
me  as  manifested  by  my  appointment  to  the  responsible  com- 
mittees on  the  board  is  highly  appreciated.

The  committee  took  this 

action  only  after  very  careful  consideration  of  the  matter, 

and  with  some  hesitanc}^  in  view  of  the  predictions  made 

that  damage   would   result  to  the   school  plant  if  the 

heating  apparatus  should  be  sliut  down  during  the  cold 

weather  to  be  expected  during  this  season  of  the  year. 

The  committee  are  gratified  to  be  able  to  report  that 

their  instructions   have   been  successfully  carried  out, 

and,  so  far  as  they  are  able  to  ascertain,  at  an  expense 

for  repairs  of  less  than  five  dollars,  while  a  very  large 
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amount  of  coal  has  been  saved.  The  weather  condi- 
tions during  the  vacation  were  such  as  to  make  the 
test  a  severe  one,  although  no  extremely  cold  weather 
occurred.  From  Saturday,  Dec.  20,  until  Monday, 
Jan.  5,  there  were  but  two  days  during  which  the  ther- 
mometer did  not  reach  the  freezing  point,  and  for  a 
larger  part  of  this  period  the  minimum  temperature  was 
much  less  than  32°,  on  two  days  falling  to  14°.  During 
the  entire  period  mentioned  the  average  maximum  tem- 
perature was  41°,  the  minimum  28°.  Your  commit- 
tee therefore  feel  that  their  action  has  been  fully  justi- 
fied, and  the  manner  in  which  their  instructions  were 
carried  out  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  janitors  of  the 
public  schools.

Oj'de7'ed,  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  fol- 
lows : 

Sect.  280.  Strike  out  the  section,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  280.  The  Boston  Normal  School  is  established  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  professional  instruction  to  the  young  women 
who  intend  to  become  teachers  in  the  public  schools  of  Boston. 
The  course  of  study  in  this  school  shall  be  for  three  years,  divided 
into  six  terms  of  half  a  year  each,  and  shall  be  arranged  by  the 
Superintendent  and  approved  by  the  Board. 

Sect.  281.  Strike  out  the  section,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  281.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least  eighteen 
years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors upon  good  cause  shown,  and  have  good  health  and  a  good 
moral  character.  They  must  have  completed  a  four-years'  course 
of  study  in  a  Boston  High  School,  or  an  equivalent  course  of 
study.  As  an  additional  prerequisite  for  admission  a  special 
examination  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Saturday  and  preceding 
Friday  of  June  in  each  year  by  the  Boai-d  of  Supervisors,  for 
graduates  of  the  Boston  High  Schools,  and  for  other  candidates 
a  special  examination  of  as  high  degree  shall  be  held  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  second  Wednesday  and  following 
Thursday  in  September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or 
of  a  State  Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
may  be  admitted  to  the  school  without  examination,  and,  if  they 
prove  to  be  qualified,  may  be  admitted  to  the  senior  class,  and 
may  take  the  kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the  other  optional 
courses  in  one  year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for 
the  regular  and  special  courses  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school 
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year.  All  pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  prove  unsuitable  for 
this  school,  shall  be  discharged. 

Sect.  282.  Strike  out  the  vpord  "class"  in  the  third  line  and 
insert  in  place  thereof  the  word: — year, —  so  that  the  section 
will  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  282.  Pupils  who  fail  of  promotion  or  graduation  may 
join  the  following  class;  but  no  pupil  shall  repeat  the  work  of 
any  year  more  than  once.

Sect.  288.  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  month  of  Septem- 
ber of  each  year,  designate  a  sufficient  number  of  the  teachers  in 
the  public  schools  —  the  uunaber  to  be  not  less  than  fifty  —  to 
whom  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School  may  be  sent  for  observa- 
tion and  practice  in  teaching.  The  head-master  may  send  the 
Normal  pupils  into  the  rooms  of  these  teachers  for  observation 
and  practice  in  teaching,  under  his  direction,  four  weeks  during 
the  second  term,  four  weeks  during  the  third  term,  and  four 
weeks  during  the  fourth  term;  and  he  may  send  them,  under 
proper  guidance,  to  study  the  Museums  of  Natural  History  and 
Fine  Arts,  and  important  manufacturing  industries.  The  princi- 
pals of  schools,  in  which  the  Normal  pupils  observe  and 
practice,  shall  report  to  the  head-master,  in  writing,  their  opinion 
of  the  teaching  and  governing  ability  of  such  pupils.  Pupils, 
who  take  the  kindergarten  course,  shall  be  required  to  observe 
and  practice  in  grammar  and  primary  schools  only  eight  weeks. 
Other  needed  observation  shall  be  made  in  the  kindergartens. 

Sect.  290.  Strike  out  the  section,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following: 

Sect.  289.  The  Superintendent  shall,  after  consultation  with 
the  principals  of  schools,  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers 
in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools  to  act  as  training  teachers. 
Each  of  these  training  teachers  shall  be  given  charge  of  two 
classes  of  pupils  of  such  grade  or  grades  as  the  Superintendent 
shall  direct.  The  teaching  of  these  classes  shall  be  performed  by 
pupil-teachers  under  the  constant  direction  and  guidance  of  the 
training  teachers. 
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The  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall  send  the  pupils  of 
the  third-year  class  to  serve  as  pupil-teachers,  one  half  of  the 
class  for  the  first  half  of  the  school  year,  and  the  other  half  of 
the  class  for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  training  teachers  to  give  careful  and 
constant  supervision  to  the  v?ork  of  the  pupil-teachers,  to  hold 
conferences  vrith  them  regularly  for  the  purposes  of  suggestion, 
criticism  and  planning  of  the  school  work,  and  in  general  to  see 
that  the  pupil-teachers  receive  as  thorough  a  training  in  the  art 
of  teaching  as  the  conditions  allow.  The  training  teachers  shall 
be  responsible,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  are 
all  other  teachers,  for  the  good  conduct  and  progress  of  the 
classes  under  their  charge.  They  shall  make  a  report  to  the 
head-master  of  the  Normal  School  upon  the  work  of  the  pupil- 
teachers  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  approved  by 
the  Superintendent. 

For  this  work  the  training  teachers  shall  receive,  in  addition  to 
their  regular  salary,  a  certain  sum  per  year,  and  the  pupil-teach- 
ers a  certain  sum  per  week,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  annually, 
in  the  month  of  June. 

The  Supervisors  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superinten- 
dent, visit  the  pupil-teachers,  and  make  a  written  report  to  him 
of  the  teaching  and  governing  ability  of  each  pupil-teacher  visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School  for  further  study  any  pupil-teacher  whose  work  is  unsatis- 
factory. He  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  position  of  pupil-teacher 
by  appointment  from  those  holding  a  grammar  school  Class  B 
certificate. 

Sect.  291.  Strike  out  the  section,  and  substitute  in  place 
thereof  the  following  : 

Sect.  290.  The  Superintendent  shall,  after  consultation  with 
the  director  of  kindergartens,  designate  each  year  a  sulficient 
number  of  kindergartens  in  which  members  of  the  senior  class  of 
the  Normal  School  may  receive  special  training  in  the  practice  of 
the  kindergarten.  The  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall 
send  the  pupils  of  the  third-year  kindergarten  class  to  serve  as 
pupil-teachers  in  the  kindergartens  so  designated  for  the  whole 
of  their  senior  year.  Their  assignments  may  be  changed  in  the 
middle  of  the  year,  and  at  other  times  upon  recommendation  of 
the  director  of  kindergartens  and  approval  of  the  Superinten- 
dent. 

The  principals  of  kindergartens,  in  which  pupil-teachers  are  at 
work,  shall  make  a  report  to  the  head-master  of  the  Normal 
School  upon  the  work  of  the  pupil-teacher  in  such  form  and  at 
such  times  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

During  their  service  in  the  kindergartens,  the  pupil-teachers 
shall  receive  the  pay  of  special  assistants  in  kindergartens. 
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The  director  of  kindergartens  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent,  visit  the  pupil-teachers  and  make  a  written 
report  to  him  of  the  teaching  ability  of  each  pupil-teacher 
visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School  for  further  study  any  pupil-teacher  whose  work  is  unsatis- 
factory. 

Sect.  147.  Strike  out  the  first  paragraph  of  the  section,  and 
substitute  in  place  thereof  the  following  : 

Sect.  147.  The  instructors  of  this  school  shall  be  a  head- 
master, two  masters,  and  assistants.

the  opinion  expressed  in  the  report  hereinbefore  referred  to,  viz., 
that  they  should  be  plain,  substantial  structures,  built  in  the  most 
thorough  manner,  devoid  of  unnecessary  or  extravagant  orna- 
mentation, but  attractive  and  tasteful  from  an  architectural 
standpoint,  and  the  interior  fittings  such  as  will  meet  the  require- 
ments of  durability  and  fitness  for  the  several  purposes  for  which 
they  are  intended  without  being  unnecessarily  expensive. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  do  not  approve  of  certain  items 
that  were  originally  included  in  the  specifications  referred  to,  and

Whereas,  Men  graduates  of  colleges  are  not  now  admitted  to 
the  Boston  Normal  School;  and 

Whereas,  These  submitted  amendments  support  a  course  of 
study  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  no  part  in  making,  and 
in  the  making  of  which  some  admirable  suggestions  of  the  Super- 
visors (as  per  course, — Minutes,  Jan.  28,  1902)  were  given  no  place; 
and 

Whereas,  These  amendments  will  permit  of  girl  graduates  of 
colleges  completing  the  courses  in  technical  training  in  five 
months,  while  compelling  other  students  to  take  five  times  this 
period  for  the  same  work;  and 

Whereas,  By  the  compulsory  lengthening  of  the  present  course 
many  Boston  girls  who  would  add  strength  to  our  teaching  force 
must  be  deprived  of  the  opportunity  for  preparation  to  teach;  and 
Whereas,  The  investigations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education 
(as  set  forth  in  its  latest  report  just  published)  in  ten  Normal 
Schools  show  that  a  third  year  added  to  the  regular  course  of  two 
years  should  be  voluntary,  not  compulsory;  and 

Whereas,  It  will  be  seen  from  the  following  record  of  appoint- 
ments taken  from  the  files,  that  there  is  not  an  over-production 
of  teachers  in  our  Boston  Normal  School,  but  an  over-appoint- 
ment of  teachers  from  outside  of  Boston : 

From  September,  1899,  to  September,  1900,  there  were  149  new 
teachers  appointed.  Only  eighty-six  of  these,  or  57.7  per  cent., 
were  graduates  of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

From  September,  1900,  to  September,  1901,  there  were  200  new 
teachers  appointed.  Only  one  hundred  twenty-nine  of  these,  or 
64.5  per  cent.,  were  graduates  of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

From  September,  1901,  to  September,  1902,  there  were  177  new 
teachers  appointed.  Only  ninety-four  of  these,  or  53.1  per  cent., 
were  graduates  of  the  Boston  Normal  School. 

Average,  58.5  per  cent,  of  all  appointments. 

Therefore,    be  it

To  the  School  Committee  : 

In  accordance  with  Section  36,  Chapter  2  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  and  under  Section  1,  Chapter  448  of  the  Acts  of 
1901,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith,  in  detail,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  which  in  their  opinion  should  be  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  1903-1904. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  City,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,148,529,060.88.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousand  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
of  the  Acts  of  1901)  amounts  to  .13,904,998.80,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year 
1902-1903  of  $39,895.25,  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated 
for  1902-1903  of  $6,732.04,  and  a  probable  income  of  $42,000 
for  the  present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $3,993,626.09. 
This  is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can 
appropriate  for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year. 

Of  this  amount  not  less  than  $287,132.26  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  build- 
ings; and  $459,411.62  (at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation)  solely  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  ad- 
ditions to  school  yards  and  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings. 

The  appropriation  as  recommended  is  based  upon  the  following 
statement :

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The  committee  desire  to  state  that,  in  preparing  the  Appropria- 
tion Bill  for  the  financial  year  1903-04,  they  found  themselves 
confronted  with  a  serious  problem. 

The  amount  of  coal  required  to  supply  the  schools  for  the 
financial  years  1902-03  and  1903-04  is  about  40,000  tons,  which 
in  former  years  cost  about  $5  per  ton. 

The  actual  cost  will  average  probably  §>7.50  per  ton,  which  will 
call  for  an  increase  in  expenses  of  $100,000. 

This  increase  the  School  Committee  are  unable  to  meet. 

To  continue  the  schools  upon  the  present  basis  of  expenditure 
will  require  about  $110,000  in  addition  to  the  amount  that  can 
legally  be  appropriated  under  the  present  law. 

After  a  thorough  examination  of  the  situation,  and  consultation 
with  those  in  authority  as  to  wherein  expenses  could  be  reduced 
with  the  least  detriment  to  the  school  system,  the  committee  have 
decided  that  the  following  recommendations  should  be  carried 
into  effect  during  the  present  year,  provided  the  Legislature  does 
not  take  favorable  action  upon  the  bill  granting  an  additional 
appropriation,  now  under  consideration: 

First.  —  That  the  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  and  Text 
Books  be  requested  to  recommend  that  few  changes,  if  any,  be 
made  in  the  present  authorized  list  of  books,  maps,  etc. 

Second.  —  That  the  general  expenses  of  the  evening  schools  be 
reduced  by  the  sum  of  $4,000,  and  that  the  appropriation  for 
lectures  to  be  given  under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  on 
Evening  Schools  be  reduced  from  $3,000  to  $1,500. 

Third.  —  That  the  Committee  on  Supplies  curtail  the  cost  for 
supplementary  reading  as  much  as  possible,  and  furnish  paper  or 
blank  books  for  drawing  books  and  writing  books. 

Fourth.  —  That  the  Committee  on  Truant  Officers  recommend 
such  changes  as  may  be  necessary  to  reduce  the  expenses  for 
truant  officers  $4,500,  either  by  reduction  of  salary  or  a  less 
number  of  officers. 

Fifth.  —  That  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  recommend  that 
janitors  in  charge  of  portable  buildings  be  paid  $120  per  annum 
for  the  first,  and  $72  per  annum  for  each  additional,  portable 
building. 

Sixth.  —  That  the  Committee  on  Extended  Use  of  School  Build- 
ings be  granted  an  appropriation  of  $7,000  for  Educational 
Centres,  instead  of  $17,000  asked  for. 

Seventh.  —  That  no  Vacation  Schools  be  opened  during  the 
summer  vacation. 

Eighth.  —  That  the  Annual  School  Festival  be  dispensed  with- 

Ninth.  —  That  all  teachers  needed  after  April  1  be  appointed 
by  the  Superintendent  as  temporary  teachers  for  the  balance  of 
the  school  vear. 
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Tenth. —  That  the  services  of  directors  of,  and  special  instructors 
or  assistants  in.  Drawing,  Military  Drill,  Music,  and  Physical 
Training,  the  Armorer,  the  special  teachers  of  vocal  and  physical 
training  and  reading  in  High  Schools,  and  the  teachers  of  sewing 
in  the  Grammar  Schools,  be  discontinued  on  and  after  September 
1,  1903. 

In  making  the  foregoing  recommendations,  the  committee  are 
not  to  be  understood  as  personally  believing  in  the  wisdom  of 
any  such  wholesale  reductions.  They  merely  have  made  a  choice 
of  evils;  curtailment  being  necessary,  they  have  cut  off  what, 
after  consulting  with  the  Superintendent,  they  find  the  school 
system  can  spare  with  the  least  educational  loss.  The  only 
alternative  would  seem  to  be  a  large  reduction  in  the  salaries  of 
teachers,  which  the  committee  think  should  be  avoided  except 
as  a  last  resort. 

There  are  three  things  that  can  be  done  : 
(1.)     Reduce  salaries  of  teachers  ; 
(2.)     Cut  off  the  various  departments,   as    suggested  in  this 

report; 
(3.)     Obtain  from  the  Legislature  a  larger  share  of  the  tax 
rate. 

Eelief  from  our  present  financial  condition  can  be  obtained 
only  from  the  Legislature.  An  opportunity  is  now  afforded  for 
an  expression  of  public  opinion.  Does  the  City  of  Boston  want 
Music,  Drawing,  Sewing,  Military  Drill,  Physical  Training, 
Vacation  Schools,  Evening  Lectures,  Educational  Centres,  and 
other  departments,  practically  on  the  scale  heretofore  adopted? 
If  so,  is  it  willing  to  pay  for  them,  and  will  it  make  that  fact 
known  to  the  Legislature?  Unless  it  does  this  committee  and 
the  School  Board  are  powerless  to  prevent  a  serious  crippling  of 
the  school  service. 


The  items  in  the  Appropriation  Bill  are  made  to  correspond 
with  the  above  recommendations. 

In  accordance  with  these  statements,  this  committee  recom- 
mend the  passage  of  the  following  order.

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It  further  appears  that  there  is  a  cousiderable  variation  in  the 
number  of  times  the  signal  has  been  given  in  the  various  build- 
ings of  the  same  district.  For  example:  In  one  district  the 
signal  was  given  nine  times  in  the  main  building,  not  at  all  in 
an  adjoining  building,  five  times  in  a  large  primary  building, 
and  omitted  entirely  in  smaller  buildings  containing  but  two 
rooms.  In  another  district  the  signal  was  given  twice  in  the 
grammar  building,  and  seven  times  in  a  primary  building  in 
which  the  means  of  exit  do  not  compare  favorably  with  the  main 
building.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

The  Committee  on  Accounts  to  whom  was  recommitted  the 
appropriation  order  presented  to  the  School  Board  under  date  of 
March  10,  1903,  covering  the  expenses  of  the  schools  for  the 
financial  year  1903-04,  present  the  following  in  place  thereof: 

In  accordance  with  Section  36,  Chapter  2,  of  the  Rules  of  the 
School  Board,  and  under  Section  1,  Chapter  448,  of  the  Acts  of 
1901,  the  Committee  on  Accounts  present  herewith,  in  detail,  an 
estimate  of  the  amount  which  in  their  opinion  should  he  appro- 
priated for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  for  the  financial 
year  1903-1904. 

The  Board  of  Assessors  have  certified  that  the  average  taxable 
valuation  of  the  city,  which  forms  the  basis  for  computing  the 
sum  allowed  the  School  Committee  for  the  present  year,  amounts 
to  $1,148,529,060.88.  Three  and  forty  one-hundredths  on  each 
thousanti  dollars  of  this  valuation  (the  rate  fixed  by  Chapter  448 
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of  the  Acts  of  1901)  amounts  to  $3,904,998.80,  and  to  this  sum 
should  be  added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year 
1902-1903  of  $39,895.25,  an  excess  of  income  over  that  estimated 
for  1902-1903  of  $6,732.04,  and  a  probable  income  of  $45,000 
for  the  present  year,  making  a  total  amount  of  $3,996,626.09. 
This  is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can 
appropriate  for  all  purposes  during  the  present  year. 

Of  this  amount  not  less  than  $287,132.26  (at  the  rate  of  twenty- 
five  cents  on  each  thousand  dollars  of  the  valuation)  shall  be 
appropriated  solely  for  repairs  and  alterations  of  school  build- 
ings; and  $459,411.62  (at  the  rate  of  forty  cents  on  each  thousand 
dollars  of  the  valuation)  solely  for  the  purchase  of  lands  and  ad- 
ditions to  school  yards  and  the  erection  and  furnishing  of  new 
school  buildings ;  provided,  however,  that  in  the  year  1903,  under 
the  provisions  of  Section  1,  Chapter  170,  of  the  Acts  of  1903,  passed 
March  23,  1903,  the  School  Committee,  instead  of  appropriating 
the  said  forty  cents  upon  every  such  one  thousand  dollars  solely 
for  new  school  buildings,  lands,  yards,  and  furnishings  as  afore- 
said, may  appropriate  such  portion  thereof  as  the  Mayor  of  the 
city  may  approve,  not  exceeding  $60,000,  for  the  support  of  the 
public  schools,  in  addition  to  the  amounts  hereinbefore  author- 
ized to  be  used  for  that  purpose.

main  features   of    the   proposed   reorganization  of  the   Normal 
School,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the  Board: 

1.  That  a  three-years'  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School 
should  be  adopted  on  trial. 

2.  (a)  That  training  teachers  should  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  and  under  the  conditions  described  in  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Sect.  289,  and  that  it  is  essential  to  the  success  of 
the  plan  that  these  teachers  receive  extra  pay  for  their  services. 

(b)  That  it  is  desirable  that  the  pupil-teachers,  including 
those  in  the  kindergartens,  should  be  paid  for  their  services. 
The  Board  therefore  approves  of  the  proposed  amendments 
which  make  Sects.  289  and  290  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  289.  The  Superintendent  shall,  after  consultation  with 
the  principals  of  schools,  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of 
teachers  in  the  grammar  and  primary  schools  to  act  as 
training  teachers.     Each  of  these  training  teachers  shall 
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be  given  charge  of  two  classes  of  pupils  of  such  grade  or 
grades  as  the  Superintendent  shall  direct.  The  teaching 
of  these  classes  shall  be  performed  by  pupil-teachers 
under  the  constant  direction  and  guidance  of  the  training 
teachers. 

The  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall  send  the  pupils 
of  the  third-year  class  to  serve  as  pupil-teachers,  one-half 
of  the  class  for  the  first  half  of  the  school  year,  and  the 
other  half  of  the  class  for  the  second  half  of  the  year. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  training  teachers  to  give  careful 
and  constant  supervision  to  the  work  of  the  pupil-teach- 
ers, to  hold  conferences  with  them  regularly  for  the 
purposes  of  suggestion,  criticism,  and  planning  of  the 
school  work,  and  in  general  to  see  that  the  pupil-teachers 
receive  as  thorough  a  training  in  the  art  of  teaching  as 
the  conditions  allow.  The  training  teachers  shall  be  re- 
sponsible, in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as 
are  all  other  teachers,  for  the  good  conduct  and  progress 
of  the  classes  under  their  charge.  They  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  head-master  of  the  Normal  School  upon 
the  work  of  the  pupil-teachers  in  such  form  and  at  such 
times  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Superintendent. 

For  this  work  the  training  teachers  shall  receive,  in  addition 
to  their  regular  salary,  a  certain  sum  per  year,  and  the 
pupil-teachers  a  certain  sum  per  week,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
Board  annually,  in  the  month  of  June. 

The  Supervisors  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Superin- 
tendent, visit  the  pupil-teachers,  and  make  a  written  re- 
port to  him  of  the  teaching  and  governing  ability  of  each 
pupil-teacher  visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School,  for  further  study,  any  pupil  teacher  whose  work 
is  unsatisfactory.  He  may  fill  any  vacancy  in  the  position 
of  pupil-teacher  by  appointment  from  those  holding  a 
grammar-school  Class  B  certificate. 

Sect.  290.  The  Superintendent  shall,  after  consultation 
with  the  director  of  kindergartens,  designate  each  year 
a  sufficient  number  of  kindergartens  in  which  members 
of  the  senior  class  of  the  Normal  School  may  receive 
special  training  in  the  practice  of  the  kindergarten.  The 
head-master  of  the  Normal  School  shall  send  the  pupils 
of  the  third-year  kindergarten  class  to  serve  as  pupil- 
teachers  in  the  kindergartens  so  designated  for  the  whole 
of  their  senior  year.  Their  assignments  may  be  changed 
in  the  middle  of  the  year,  and  at  other  times  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  director  of  kindergartens  and  approval 
of  the  Superintendent. 
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The  principals  of  kindergartens,  in  which  pupil-teachers  are 
at  work,  shall  make  a  report  to  the  head-master  of  the 
Normal  School  upon  the  work  of  the  pupil-teacher  in 
such  form  and  at  such  times  as  shall  be  approved  by  the 
Superintendent. 

During  their  service  in  the  kindergartens,  the  pupil-teachers 
shall  receive  the  pay  of  special  assistants  in  kinder- 
gartens. 

The  director  of  kindergartens  shall,  under  the  direction  of 
the  Superintendent,  visit  the  pupil-teachers  and  make  a 
written  report  to  him  of  the  teaching  ability  of  each 
pupil-teacher  visited. 

The  Superintendent  may,  at  any  time,  return  to  the  Normal 
School  for  further  study  any  pupil-teacher  whose  work 
is  unsatisfactory. 

3.  That  Section  291  of  the  Kegulations  which  specifies  the 
course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School  is  unnecessary,  and  should 
be  omitted.  The  course  of  study  for  the  Normal  School  should 
be  published  in  the  same  form  as  other  courses  of  study  are  pub- 
lished, i.e.,  as  a  school  document. 

With  reference  to  the  minor  items,  it  is  the  opinion  of  the 
Board: 

4.  That  the  qualifications  for  admission  to  the  Normal  School 
should  be  as  stated  in  the  proposed  amendment  to  Sect.  281, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

Sect.  281.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  upon  good  cause  shown,  and 
have  good  health  and  a  good  moral  character.  They 
must  have  completed  a  four-years'  course  of  study  in  a 
Boston  High  School,  or  an  equivalent  course  of  study. 
As  an  additional  prerequisite  for  admission,  a  special 
examination  shall  be  held  on  the  third  Saturday  and  pre- 
ceding Friday  of  June  in  each  year  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  graduates  of  the  Boston  High  Schools, 
and  for  other  candidates  a  special  examination  of  as 
high  degree  shall  be  held  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  the  second  Wednesday  and  following  Thursday  in 
September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or  of  a 
State  Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, may  be  admitted  to  the  school  without  exami- 
nation, and,  if  they  prove  to  be  qualified,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  senior  class,  and  may  take  the  kinder- 
garten course  or  any  of  the  other  optional  courses  in 
one  year.      Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for 
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the  regular  and  special  courses  only  at  the  beginning  of 
a  school  year.  All  pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation,  and 
as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
they  prove  unsuitable  for  this  school,  shall  be  discharged. 

5.     That  Section  282  should  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  282.  Pupils  who  fail  of  promotion  or  graduation  may 
join  the  following  class;  but  no  pupil  shall  repeat  the 
work  of  any  year  more  than  once. 

0.  That  the  time  of  examination  for  the  admission  to  the 
Normal  School  of  those  who  are  not  graduates  of  the  Boston 
High  Schools  is  already  provided  for  in  Section  281.  The  second 
paragraph  of  Section  285  should  therefore  be  stricken  out. 

7.  That  Section  286  should  read  as  follows: 

Sect.  286.  The  head-master  shall  annually  issue  a  catalogue 
of  the  school,  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  of  the 
School  Committee,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the 
principals  of  schools. 

8.  That  it  is  inadvisable  to  have  the  Normal  teachers  visit 
the  Normal  graduates  after  the  appointment  of  the  latter  to 
positions  in  the  schools,  and  that  Section  287  should  therefore 
be  stricken  out. 

9.  That  the  amount  of  time  given  to  observation  should  be 
modified  as  provided  in  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  288, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

Sect.  288.  The  Superintendent  shall,  in  the  month  of  Sep- 
tember of  each  year,  designate  a  sufiicient  number  of  the 
teachers  in  the  public  schools  —  the  number  to  be  not 
less  than  fifty  —  to  whom  the  pupils  of  the  Normal 
School  may  be  sent  for  observation  and  practice  in  teach- 
ing. The  head-master  may  send  the  Normal  pupils  into 
the  rooms  of  these  teachers  for  observation  and  practice 
in  teaching,  under  his  direction,  four  weeks  during  the 
second  term,  four  weeks  during  the  third  term,  and  four 
weeks  during  the  fourth  term;  and  he  may  send  them, 
under  proper  guidance,  to  study  the  Museums  of  Natural 
History  and  Fine  Arts,  and  Important  manufacturing 
industries.  The  principals  of  schools  in  which  the 
Normal  pupils  observe  and  practice,  shall  report  to  the 
head-master,  in  writing,  their  opinion  of  the  teaching 
and  governing  ability  of  such  pupils.  Pupils  who  take 
the  kindergarten  course  shall  be  required  to  observe  and 
practice  in  grammar  and  primary  schools  only  eight 
weeks.  Other  needed  obervations  shall  be  made  in  the 
kindergartens. 
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10.  That  the  Board  approves  of  the  amendments  to  Sects.  147 
and  169,  which  provides  for  two  masters,  and  is  further  of  the 
opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  more  than  two  masters  in 
the  Normal  School,  if  possible.

leave  to  report  as  follows  :  rlo'^arding  fire- 

Section  197  of  the  Regulations  is  positive  in  its  provision  that  alarm  signals. 
"the  fire-alarm  signal  shall  be  given  at  least  once  each  month  129.] 
from  September  to  April,"  yet  it  appears  from  the  Secretary's 
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statistics,  and  the  replies  of  tlie  various  masters  that,  while  the 
rule  is  observed  both  in  the  spirit  and  in  the  letter  in  some 
schools,  it  is  systematically  ignored  in  a  large  number  of  schools. 

The  replies  of  the  masters  make  extremely  interesting  reading. 
In- some  instances  no  defence  is  attempted  or  explanation  made, 
one  master  contenting  himself  with  the  laconic  reply,  "  The  fire- 
alarm  signal  has  not  been  sounded  in  this  school  during  the 
present  school  year."  Another  says,  "  Tlie  signal  has  not  been 
given  in  this  school  but  twice,  both  times  during  the  month  of 
March  and  after  the  order  presented  to  the  School  Committee.'''' 
Another  says,  "  It  has  not  been  given  here  for  six  or  eight  years," 
and  alleges  as  a  reason  that  at  some  time  somebody  told  his  pre- 
decessor that  the  rule  need  not  be  observed  in  that  building. 

Some  are  frank  enough  to  express  regret.  One  says,  "I  regret 
that  it  was  neglected,  for  that  is  the  proper  word  to  use  in  tlie 
case."  Another,  "A  feeling  of  confidence  in  our  facilities  for 
escape  may  have  encouraged  my  neglect  of  duty,  but  I  do  not 
offer  it  as  an  excuse."  Another,  "There  is  no  excuse  for  my 
negligence."  Another,  "  I  wish  to  apologize  for  my  disregard  of 
this  section." 

Some  make  excuses,  which  only  serve  to  emphasize  the  neglect. 
The  claim  is  made  by  some  that  in  their  buildings  there  are  not 
adequate  facilities  for  giving  the  alarm.  In  such  a  case  it  is  clearly 
the  master's  duty  to  bring  the  matter  to  the  attention  of  the 
proper  authorities,  and  to  persist  until  the  facilities  are  provided. 
A  failure  to  do  so  would  seem  in  itself  to  be  neglect.  Some 
claim  that  the  regular  school  dismissal  is  an  equivalent,  and  all 
that  is  necessary;  some  that  the  signal  only  serves  "to  arouse 
and  excite  the  pupils."  One  substitutes  the  title  "quick  exit" 
for  the  title  "fire-alarm  signal,"  saying  "the  fire  alarm  has  a 
terrifying  effect  upon  some  children,  and  to  all  suggests  the 
greatest  possible  haste  and  a  rush.  Therefore  we  say  'quick 
exit.'  " 

It  is  to  guard  against  this  "terrifying  eif ect "  of  the  word  fire 
that  the  rule  is  made.  Children  should  grow  accustomed  to  the 
word,  so  that  they  may  not  become  panic  stricken  at  its  sound, 
and  that  there  may  be  no  "rush"  or  excitement  in  leaving  the 
building.  Harm  is  even  more  liable  to  come  from  a  panic  than 
from  the  fire  itself.  The  signal  should  be  known  as  the  fire-alarm 
signal,  and  nothing  else.  It  should  be  given  frequently  and  at 
^  irregular  and  unexpected  intervals,  and,  as  the  rule  requires,  the 

pupils  should  be  so  trained  that  when  the  signal  is  given  they 
will  not  be  terrified,  but  "will  leave  the  school-house  in  order." 

The  committee  believe  that  the  rule  is  a  wise  one  and  should 
be  observed.  They  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  order  : 

Ordered,  That  the  attention  of  the  Superintendent  is  hereby 
called  to  the  long-continued  neglect  in  many  schools  of  the  por- 
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visions  of  Section  197  of  the  Regulations  relating  to  the  giving  of

The  building  of  schools  from  borrowed  money  has  been  tried  buildin-^s. 
in  the  past  and  proved  a  failure.     It  seems  to  us  both  unfair  and 
uneconomical. 

The  specious  argument  has  been  advanced  that  a  school  build- 
ing will  last  a  long  time  and  that  the  cost  ought  to  be  spread 
over  a  number  of  years  by  means  of  a  loan  cared  for  by  an 
annual  sinking  fund.  This  vrould  be  true  if  there  was  but  one 
building  to  be  erected  in  a  generation,  like  a  City  Hall  or  a  Public 
Library;  but  the  growth  of  the  school  population  is  regular  and 
unceasing,  the  average  annual  increase  being  about  2,500  scholars, 
who  can  only  be  housed  by  an  annual  increase  in  school  accom- 
modations, for  which  there  must  be  a  regular  annual  provision, 
either  by  loan  or  out  of  the  current  tax  rate.  If  raised  by  loan, 
the  amount  must  be  paid  eventually  from  taxes.  If  loans  are 
regularly  raised  each  year  for  the  needs  of  each  year,  they  will 
mature  with  equal  regularity.  The  difference  to  the  taxpayer 
will  be  that,  if  the  current  needs  are  paid  out  of  the  current  tax 
rate,  there  will  be  no  interest  account  running  against  him,  while 
if  he  pays  his  just  share  of  all  the  loans,  he  will  have  to  pay  in 
addition  his  share  of  the  accruing  interest  on  the  loans.  One  of 
the  largest  items  going  to  make  up  our  tax  rate  is  the  annual 
interest  on  outstanding  loans.  Last  year  the  item  "interest  on 
City  Debt  Proper  "  in  the  tax  bill  was  $2,117,000.  Of  course  this 
was  not  all  for  school  loans,  but  a  proportion  of  it  was,  and  as  the 
school  loans  increase  the  item  of  interest  on  that  account  will  in- 
crease, all  of  which  might  be  saved  by  paying  for  the  regularly 
recurring  needs  for  new  school-houses  as  for  other  current  needs^ 
by  a  current  annual  tax. 

This  truth  was  recognized  in  1901,  and  the  Legislature,  on  peti- 
tion of  the  School  Board,  with  the  assent  of  the  then  Mayor, 
authorized  the  School  Board  to  appropriate  each  year  for  new 
school  accommodations  40  cents  on  each  $1,000  of  tax  valuation. 
The  first  vote  under  the  act  was  taken  in  1902,  and  the  Board  by 
a  two-thirds  majority  made  the  appropriation.  It  was,  however, 
vetoed  by  the  Mayor,  for  reasons  assigned  by  him  in  writing, 
with  which,  with  all  due  respect,  we  cannot  agree.     The  failure

of  the  appropriation  last  year  makes  an  appropriation  more  diffi- 
cult this  year.  A  failure  this  year  will  establish  a  precedent 
which  future  School  Boards  will  find  it  hard  to  overcome.  We 
believe  that  the  law  should  be  either  repealed  or  observed.  No 
attempt  has  been  made  to  repeal  it.  We  therefore  propose,  so 
far  as  our  votes  and  influence  are  concerned,  to  observe  it. 

Believing  as  we  do,  that  the  money  is  needed  for  the  proper 
housing  of  the  scholars  in  our  schools,  we  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  accompanying  order:

The  Board  of  Supervisors,  in  response  to  the  order  of  May  26  ci-edit  to  sub- 
relative  to   the  appointment  of  sub-masters,  would  respectfully      '    . 
offer  the  following  report  :      We   consider  the  position  of  sub-  y^gg 
master  one  of  the   most  important  in  the    service.     These  men 
should  have  all  the  requirements  necessary  for  a  master. 

The  salaries  of  desirable  men  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston  are 
above  the  minimum  allowed  by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  for 
sub-masters.  From  the  inability  of  the  Committee  to  offer  a 
salary  equal  to  that  already  paid  to  the  candidate,  the  services  of 
very  able  men  are  lost  to  the  schools.  Therefore  we  recommend 
that  from  an  educational  standpoint  it  is  advisable  to  make  some 
alterations  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations  whereby  appointments 
can  be  made  of  sub-masters,  who  are  receiving  a  salary  elsewhere 
in  excess  of  the  minimum  salary  of  a  sub-master,  and  who  shall 
be  allowed  the  usual  credit  for  previous  service  with  the  proviso 
that  the  salary  of  any  such  sub-master,  for  the  first  year  of  ser- 
vice in  Boston,  shall  not  exceed  the  salary  he  is  receiving  at  the 
time  of  appointment.

From  this  recommendation  Mr.  Merritt  and  Mr.  Gallivan 
dissent : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  the  Extended  Use 
of  School  Buildings   be  authorized  to  expend,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  the  items  under  their  immediate  charge,  included 
in  the  schedule  on  which  the  appropriation  bill  for 
1903-04  recently  passed  was  based,  a  further  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  (-$3,000)  to  be  charged  to  the 
following-named  items : 

Salaries  of  Instructors,  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($2,500). 

Salaries  of  Janitors,  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($250),  and  Supplies  and  Incidentals,  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($250). 

Mr.  Merritt  presented  the  following  minority  report, 
signed  b}'  himself  and  by  Mr.  Gallivan  : 

The  undersigned  dissent  from  the  recommendation  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Accounts,  that  an  order  be  passed  transferring  $2,500 
from  the  appropriation  for  salaries  of  instructors  and  $250  from 
salaries  of  janitors  to  the  appropriation  for  vacation  schools. 
While  more  money  than  has  been  already  appropriated  for  vaca- 
tion schools  may  be  desirable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned 
it  is  at  this  time  unwise  and  improper  to  take  any  sum,  however 
small,  from  the  appropriation  for  the  salaries  of  teachers,  or  of 
janitors. 

It  is  asserted  by  the  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Accounts 
that  the  above  siim  is  to  be  saved  in  part  by  the  continuation  of 
the  policy  of  appointments  of  temporary  teachers. 

In  the  judgment  of  the  undersigned  the  appointment  of  tempo- 
rary teachers,  other  than  as  provided  for  by  the  rules  of  the  com- 
mittee, is  harmful  to  the  schools  and  unfair  to  the  teachers. 

The  number  of  teachers  needed  at  the  opening  of  the  schools 
in  the  fall  cannot  now  be  definitely  determined,  and  the  commit- 
tee should  run  no  risk  of  a  lack  of  money  to  pay  the  salaries  of 
teachers  in  the  regular  schools. 

Notwithstanding  the  recent  statement  of  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Accounts  that  the  School  Committee  is  now  on 
"Easy  Street,"  the  undersigned  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  com- 
mittee is  still  located  at  some  distance  from  that  desirable  thor- 
oughfare. 

The  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  have  notified  the  committee 
that  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  Schoolliouse  Department  is  in- 
sufficient for  the  needs  of  that  department  by  several  thousand 
dollars,  and  in  all  probability  before  the  end  of  the  year  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  for  that  department  must  be  made. 

In  view,  therefore,  of  the  straightened  financial  condition  of 
the  committee,  and  the  fact  that  the  utmost  economy  must  be 
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practised  to  meet  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  schools,  the 
undersigned  recommend  that  until  the  committee  can  obtain 
funds  from  some  source  other  than  the  salaries  of  teachers  and 
janitors,  no  further  appropriation  for  vacation  schools  be  made.

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The  Committee  on  Xames  of  Buildings,  to  whom  were  referred, 
at  various  times,  sundry  orders  and  petitions  relative  to  names 
to  be  given  certain  scliools,  report  that  they  do  not  find  in  the 
list  of  Boston  Schools  the  names  of  many  Americans  whose  deeds 
have  made  them  famous.  Your  committee  believe  that  the  name 
of  a  school  should  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  awaken  in  the 
scholars  patriotism  and  a  desire  to  serve  their  country.  A  great 
name  is  an  incentive  to  great  service.  The  lives  of  its  best  men 
make  the  history  of  a  country.  In  no  way  can  history  be  better 
taught  than  through  the  lives  of  the  men  who  have  become 
famous  in  art,  in  letters,  in  science,  or  in  public  life.  Your  com- 
mittee recognize  that  there  are  certain  local  historical  traditions 
that  the  names  of  the  schools  may  well  preserve,  and  that  there 
are  men  who  have  served  their  country  well  in  a  less  exalted 
position  whose  names  should  be  perpetuated,  but  they  feel  that 
in  Boston  this  principle  has  received  full  recognition,  while 
many  names  of  national  importance  find  no  place  in  our  list  of 
schools.  Your  committee  believe  that  an  important  primary 
school  is  quite  as  worthy  of  a  great  name  as  a  grammar  school. 
No  child  is  too  young  to  begin  to  worship  a  hero.  Your  commit- 
tee therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  order:

Mr.  Ernst,  for  the  same  committee,  presented  the 
followmg : 

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred—  Jan.  28,  1902  —  an  order  to  amend  Sect.  211  of  the 
Eegulations  by  striking  out  the  provision  therein  for  the  suspen- 
sion of  the  morning  sessions  of  the  public  schools  on  account  of 
stormy  weather,  and  who  —  Feb.  11,  1902  —  were  requested  to 
defer  action  on  said  order,  and  to  whom,  on  Jan.  16,  1908,  was 
referred  a  communication  from  the  City  Council  relating  to  the 
system  of  signals  for  no-school  sessions  in  stormy  weather,  — beg 
leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

There  can  be  little  doubt  that  if  signals  could  be  given  with 
effect  throughout  the  city,  the  rule  as  to  the  susp^-nsion  of  morn- 
ing sessions  in  stormy  weather  should  be  allowed  to  stand.  It 
needs  no  argument  in  its  favor  were  it  uniformly  practicable,  but 
the  subject  has  been  many  times  before  the  Board,  and  each  time 
the  plan  has  been  deemed  impossible  of  execution. 

As  far  back  as  1876  a  regulation  providing  for  no  morning  ses- 
sions in  stormy  weather  was  adopted,  and,  after  a  trial  of  one 
year,  abolished.  In  1886  and  again  in  188S  the  matter  was 
brought  up,  but  in  both  instances  because  of  the  lack  of  facilities 
for  giving  the  signal,  the  Board  decided  it  to  be  impracticable. 

In  1889  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Eegulations  reported  in 
favor  of  the  proposition,  provided  some  suitable  provision  could 
be  made  to  notify  the  parents  and  children,  and  recommended  an 
order,  which  was  passed  by  the  Board,  requesting  the  City 
Council  to  instruct  the  Fire  Commissioners  to  supply  additional 
fire-alarm  bells  in  that  section  of  the  city  in  which  the  fire- 
alarm  bells  had  been  discontinued.  Instead  of  complying  with 
this  request,  the  Fire  Commissioners  continued  to  extend  their 
system  of  still  alarms,  and  the  giving  of  the  signal  became 
more  and  more  difficult. 

In  1894  the  School  Board  again,  after  careful  consideration  of 
the  matter,  weighing  the  advantages  of  such  a  signal  with  the 
practical  difficulties  in  carrying  it  out,  decided  against  the  plan. 
In  1897  the  attention  of  the  Board  was  called  to  the  matter  by 
the  Common  Council,  and  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regula- 
tions, to  whom  the  subject  was  referred,  were  unable  to  report  any 
practicable  arrangement  for  notifying  parents  and  scholars,  and 
gave  it  as  their  opinion  that  it  was  inexpedient  to  take  any  action 
in  the  matter.  This  report  was  accepted,  and  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  committee  adopted. 

In  1901  the  matter  was  once  again  considered  and  the  Board 
felt  that,  notwithstanding  the  prior  experience,  there  was  so  much 
in  favor  of  the  proposition  that  it  was  worth  at  least  a  trial,  and 
the  present  rule  as  found  in  the  last  paragraph  of  Sect.  211,  was 
adopted. 
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The  rule  has  now  been  in  existence  for  two  winters  and  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  in  a  large  jiart  of  tlie  city  it  works 
more  harm  than  good.  In  parts  of  the  city  where  the  signals 
could  be  heard  or  where  local  substitutes  have  been  devised,  it 
may  have  worked  successfully,  but  in  a  large  part  of  the  city  it 
lias  been  a  complete  failure  In  the  entire  city  there  are  but 
eighteen  fire-alarm  bells  in  use.  There  is  none  at  the  West  End, 
Back  Bay,  or  South  Boston,  and  in  the  long  distance  stretching 
from  the  Charles  Kiver  at  the  North  End,  through  the  South  End, 
Roxbury  and  Jamaica  Plain,  to  Roslindale,  there  are  but  two, — 
one  on  the  Lewis  School-house  in  Dale  st.,  and  one  at  Jamaica 
Plain.  Even  where  there  are  bells  thej'  cannot  be  heard  in  stormy 
weather  at  any  distance  when  the  wind  is  adverse. 

A  suggestion  has  been  made  that  flashing  the  electric  lights  in 
the  streets  might  be  used  as  a  signal.  This  would  be  impossible, 
without  a  special  contract  with  the  companies,  as  under  the  city's 
contract  the  electric  current  is  turned  off  at  dawn,  and  on  the 
darkest  winter  days  is  never  used  later  than  6  A.M.  In  the  day 
tlie  lines  must  be  left  free  for  employees  to  work  in  safety,  trim- 
mers going  to  w^ork  at  7  A.M.  and  linemen  at 8  A.M.  No  doubt  a 
si3ecial  contract  might  be  made,  and  an  understanding  had  that 
on  stormy  mornings  employees  keep  clear  of  the  lines  at  the  times 
when  the  signal  might  be  expected;  but,  as  there  is  always  the 
chance  of  danger  due  to  misunderstandings  and  to  variance  of 
watches,  the  committee  are  unwilling  to  recommend  the  plan, 
especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  lights  are  not  favorably 
located,  most  of  them  being  on  main  thoroughfares,  and  children 
residing  on  side  streets  must  go  out  in  the  storm  to  watch  for  the 
flashes,  and  thus  would  be  as  much  exposed  as  if  they  went  to 
school. 

The  committee  have  taken  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent, 
and  he  strongly  favors  a  repeal  of  the  rule.  They  also  have 
asked  the  opinions  of  the  masters  upon  the  subject.  These 
opinions  vary,  but  nrore  than  one-half  of  the  masters  in  the  city 
are  opposed  to  the  rule.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  rule,  if 
effective,  relieves  the  master  as  well  as  the  scholar  from  at- 
tendance, this  opinion  from  so  many,  involving  as  it  does,  a  high 
degree  of  self-sacrifice,  should  have  great  weight. 

The  committee  are  of  opinion  that  in  the  matter  of  attend- 
ance on  stormy  mornings  much  of  necessity  must  be  left  to  the 
discretion  and  good  judgment  of  parents.  The  conditions  in  a 
city  so  widespread  as  Boston  must  vary  with  the  locality.  Some 
scholars  live  near  the  schools,  some  far  away  ;  some  have  easy 
conveyances,  some  none  at  all  ;  some  have  warm  and  comfortable 
homes,  and  some  are  much  better  off  in  school.  It  is  impossible 
to  establish  any  rule  which  will  fit  all  conditions.  As  the  rule 
works   at   present,  very  many  scholars,  not  hearing  the  signaL 
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come  out  in  the  storm,  arrive  at  the  school  wet  through  only  to 
be  turned  away,  and  remain  on  the  streets  exposed  to  the  weather, 
or  return  to  homes  where  there  are  no  better  facilities  than  those 
at  school,  if  so  good,  for  properly  caring  for  them  or  their  clothes. 
Where  the  weather  is  sufficiently  severe  to  warrant  the  giving  of 
the  signal,  a  judicious  parent,  signal  or  no  signal,  will  keep  the 
child  at  home.  Not  all  parents  are  judicious  ;  and  no  matter  how 
severe  the  storm  some  will  allow  their  children  to  go  out.  Such 
children  should  be  sure,  at  least,  of  finding  the  school  open  and 
warm,  a  refuge  from  the  storm,  and  certainly  they  are  not  likely 
to  suffer  at  the  hands  of  our  faithful  and  humane  corps  of  teachers. 

As  we  have  already  said,  if  the  rule  could  be  made  effective,  we 
should  favor  its  retention.  In  this  matter  we  must  deal,  of 
necessity,  with  comparatives.  From  the  logic  of  the  situation 
we  are  unable  to  obtain  what  is  best,  and  must  content  ourselves 
with  what  is  pi-acticable.

The  Committee  on  Extended  Use  of  School  Buildings,  to  whom 
was  referred  —  from  the  files  of  last  year — ^an  order  requesting 
them  to  consider  the  advisability  of  establishing  educational 
centres  in  East  Boston  and  Charlestown,  beg  leave  to  report  on 
so  much  of  the  order  as  relates  to  East  Boston,  as  follows: 

On  Mar.  12,  your  committee  gave  a  hearing  at  which  a  large 
number  of  representative  citizens  of  this  district  were  present,  in- 
cluding Mr.  Keough  of  the  Board,  and  after  the  close  of  the  hearing 
many  of  those  present  proceeded  to  South  Boston  and  spent  the 
evening  studying  the  operation  of  the  Bigelow  Centre.  A  number 
of  the  citizens  of  East  Boston  addressed  the  committee  formally, 
urging  the  establishment  of  such  a  centre  in  East  Boston,  and 
there  were  many  individual  expressions  of  opinion  to  the  same 
effect  through  the  evening  during  the  visit  at  the  Bigelow  Centre. 

In  conclusion,  this  committee  beg  to  state  that  it  seems  clear 
from  the  testimony  of  those  best  acquainted  with  the  local  condi- 
tions, that  the  establishment  of  an  educational  centre  in  East 
Boston  is  highly  desirable,  and  therefore  recommend  the  refer- 
ence of  this  report  and  the  following  order  to  the  Committee  on 
Accounts  to  determine  whether  in  the  opinion  of  that  committee 
the  finances  of  the  School  Committee  will  permit  the  establish- 
ment of  an  additional  centre.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

la  obedience  to  the  order  of  the  School  Committee,  I  herewith 
submit  my  reasons  for  favoring  the  amendments  to  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  proposed  for  changing  the  course  of  study  in  the 
Normal  School  from  two  years  to  three,  and  for  other  purposes 
incidental  thereto. 

I  take  the  several  amendments  in  the  order  in  which  they 
appear  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Section  280. 

I  have  two  reasons  for  favoring  the  change  in  the  length  of  the 
course  of  study  from  two  years  to  three.  First,  the  added  time 
can  be  used  in  part  to  increase  the  scholarship  and  general 
culture  of  the  young  women  who  wish  to  become  teachers  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  schools.  This  is  desirable  because  the 
more  scholarly  and  cultivated  the  teacher,  the  better  the  effect  of 
her  work  with  the  children.  The  effect  of  the  proposed  change 
will  be  to  improve  the  schools  through  the  appointment  of  more 
highly  qualified  teachers.  Second,  the  added  time  can  be  used  in 
part  for  giving  the  young  women  an  opportunity  to  teach  under 
careful  and  helpful  supervision  and  thus  to  show  whether  or  not 
they  possess  the  ability  to  hold  the  attention  of  a  class  while 
giving  instntction.  This  is  desirable  because  the  diploma  of  the 
Normal  School  ought  to  be  more  cf  a  testimonial  to  the  posses- 
sion of  teaching  ability  than  it  now  is  or  can  be  under  existing 
arrangements,  and  because  the  half  year  of  actual  teaching  under 
the  conditions  suggested  will  diminish  the  chances  of  subsequent 
failure  and  so  save  the  schools  in  some  measure  from  the  ill 
consequences  of  such  failures.  This  apprentice  teaching,  as  it  is 
called,  has  been  found  to  promote  in  a  marked  degree  an  early 
success  of  beginners  in  teaching.  It  is  the  best  means  yet 
discovered  to   secure   that  end. 

Therefore,  I  favor  the  proposed  amendment  to  Section  280.  I 
do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  say  that  the  proposed  three  years' 
course  should  be  adopted  on  trial,  becaitse  all  new  plans  are 
necessarily  on  trial.     I  recommend,  simply,  that  it  be  adopted. 

Sections  289  and  290. 

My  reasons  for  favoring  the  plan  set  forth  in  the  proposed 
Sections  289  and  290  are  that  it  has  been  found  to  work  well  in 
other  places,  and  that  it  is  economical. 

The  payment  of  the  training  teachers  appears  to  be  essential 
because  experienced  teachers  can  hardly  be  expected  to  under- 
take the   task   of  training   young  teachers  without  suitable   eu- 
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couragement.  The  payment  of  the  pupil-teachers  appears  to  be 
justifiable  ou  the  ground  that  by  taking  the  place  of  half  their 
number  of  regular  teachers  for  the  time  being  their  services  are 
of  some  value  to  the  city;  and  moreover  expedient  on  the 
ground  that  the  moderate  stipend  received  by  them  would  in 
part  replace  the  earnings  the  graduates  of  the  two  years'  course 
now  expect  to  make  in  their  first  year  after  graduation. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  a  better  plan  would  be  to  assign 
only  one  pupil-teacher  at  a  time  to  a  training  teacher  and  to  give 
only  one  room  to  this  training  teacher  with  her  pupil-teacher  to 
take  care  of.  A  better  plan,  but  more  costly,  unless  the  training 
teachers  were  willing  to  assume  an  added  responsibility  without 
extra  compensation,  which  is  unlikel3\  At  any  rate  it  would 
hardly  be  worthy  of  the  city  to  ask  the  best  teachers  to  do  so. 

Section  391. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Normal  School  should  be  made  and 
published  in  the  same  form  as  are  the  courses  of  study  in  the 
other  schools.  It  is  oiit  of  place  in  the  Eegulations.  All  other 
courses  have  been  removed  from  the  Regulations,  for  greater 
facility  for  dealing  with  them  in  the  way  of  revision.  The  Nor- 
mal School  course  needs  considerable  revision,  and  can  more 
readily  be  revised  if  removed  from  the  Eegulations  as  suggested. 

Section  2S1. 

Omission  of  the  words  "with  diploma." 

Occasionally  will  be  found  a  candidate  for  admission  who  has 
had  a  course  of  study  equivalent  and  more  than  equivalent  to  the 
four-years'  course  of  study  in  the  public  high  schools  of  Boston, 
although  without  a  diploma.  Such  cases  have  occurred.  For 
example,  a  young  woman  having  spent  a  year  in  college  leaves  for 
lack  of  means  and  proposes  to  enter  the  Normal  School.  She 
entered  college  and  spent  a  year  there  but  happens  not  to  have 
been  prepared  in  a  public  high  school  and  has  no  diploma.  For 
another  example,  a  young  woman  spent  five  years  in  a  good  high 
school  and  was  a  good  scholar  in  all  the  studies  she  took  ;  but  as 
she  did  not  select  precisely  those  studies  which  were  prescribed 
for  one  of  the  three  courses  leading  to  a  diploma,  she  was  techni- 
cally a  special  student,  not  a  candidate  for  a  diploma,  and  received 
no  diploma  ;  but  she  was  unquestionably  well  fitted  to  enter  the 
Normal  School. 

These  cases  are  not  numerous;  but  if  the  words  "with  di- 
ploma "  be  insisted  on,  the  Normal  School  will  occasionally  lose 
a  good  student  and  the  schools  a  good  teacher  —  one  of  more 
than  ordinary  culture. . 
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Section  3S2. 
If  a  young   woman  has  failed    twice  to    accomplish  a   year's 
work  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  it  will  be  a  kindness  to  her  and  an 
advantage   to  tlie   schools  to  oblige  her   to   seek  an  occupation 
other  than  teaching. 

Section  285. 

Strike  out  the  second  paragraph,  because  the  same  provision  is 
made  elsewhere  —  viz.,  in  Section  281. 

Section  286. 
There  is  no  reason  why  tlie  head  master  should  make  an  annual 
printed  report  to  the  Superintendent.  He  will  make  a  report 
when  called  upon  lo  do  so;  and  it  will  be  printed  in  the  Supple- 
ment to  the  Superintendent's  Report,  where  other  similar  reports 
are  printed. 

Section  287. 

Strike  out.  Because  it  provides  a  double  supervision  for  cer- 
tain teachers,  which  is  unnecessary;  and  because  it  takes  the 
teachers  of  the  Normal  School  beyond  their  proper  function, 
which  relates  them  only  to  pupils  in  the  Xormal  School  and  not 
to  teachers  in  the  service. 

Section  288. 
Reduce  the  time  given  to  the  present  form  of  observation  and 
practice  teaching,  in  case  the  proposed  plan  of  pupil-teachers  is 
adopted;  otherwise  let  this  section  go  unamended. 

Sections  147  and  169. 
Two  or  even  more  masters  are  desirable  in  this  school  to  give 
greater  breadth  and  strength  to  the  teaching.

To  the  School  Committee : 

In  response  to  your  request,  under  date  of  May  26,  1903,  for  an 
opinion  relative  to  the  Boston  Normal  School,  I  beg  to  say  that 
on  May  24,  1898,  I  was  requested  by  vote  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee to  give  an  opinion  relative  to  the  suri'ender  of  that  school 
to  the  State  (Minutes  of  the  School  Committee,  1898,  p.  310),  and 
I  then  stated  that  I  was  in  favor  of  such  action.  Permit  me  to 
add  that  I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  my  mind  in  that 
respect. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  two-years'  course  for  the  train- 
ing of  teachers  for  elementary  schools  is  sufficient  to  prepare 
students  of  good  ability  to  begin  the  work  of  teaching.     For  the 
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less  apt  students,  however,  more  practice  than  is  at  present  pro- 
vided in  a  two-years"  course  is  highly  desirable  ;  but  too  much 
emphasis  cannot  be  placed  upon  the  fact  that  the  most  lament- 
able failures  in  teaching  are  due  to  defects  in  temperament  and 
personality  which  cannot  be  removed  by  professional  training, 
however  extended. 

I  believe  that  an  extension  of  the  course  would  be  more  satis- 
factorily secured  by  the  natural  process  of  development,  rather 
than  by  positive  requirements.  The  opportunity  to  continue 
normal  studies  for  a  half  year,  or  a  full  year,  would  prove  of  great 
service  to  candidates  who  would  elect  such  a  course,  and  it  is 
highly  desirable  that  those  who  wish  to  do  so  should  have  the 
privilege  of  returning  to  the  Normal  School  for  further  study 
after  a  year  or  more  of  practice  in  teaching.  The  number  of  those 
who  would  voluntarilj-  undertake  such  additional  training  would 
be  greatly  increased  if  an  incentive  were  offered  in  the  form  of 
remuneration  for  service  as  practice  teachers,  and  preference  with 
regard  to  appointments  on  account  of  demonstrated  power.  It  is 
well  to  encourage  the  continued  study  which  produces  higher 
culture  and  greater  maturity  of  judgment,  for  these  qualities 
secure  increased  respect  on  the  part  of  the  public  for  the  mem- 
bers of  the  teaching  profession.

To  the  School  Committee  : 

In  response  to  your  request,  I  submit  herein  my  opinion  con- 
cerning the  proposed  plan  to  lengthen  and  expand  the  course  in 
the  Boston  Xormal  School. 

I  assume  that,  having  repeatedly  during  the  last  fifty  years  reaf- 
firmed its  purpose  to  maintain  a  normal  school,  the  city  will  con- 
tinue to  maintain  it. 

Under  this  assumption  I  have  favored  the  plan  now  under  dis- 
cussion as  a  natural  and  inevitable  step  in  the  development  of  the 
school.  When  the  school  was  established  as  a  separate  institu- 
tion in  1872  its  course  of  study  was  covered  in  one  year.  Since 
that  time  public  education  has  been  steadily  growing  more  com- 
plex, and  the  demands  upon  teachers  more  exacting. 

To  meet  the  new  demands  more  time  for  preparation  has  been 
found  necessary,  and  the  course  has  been  lengthened  first  to  a 
year  and  a  half  and  then  to  two  years.  I  believe  the  time  has 
come  for  a  further  extension. 

This  is  needed  primarily  for  two  purposes.  The  school  has 
always  been  weak  on  the  practice  side.  ISTo  adequate  means  have 
ever  been  provided  for  subjecting  the  normal  students  to  actvial 
school-room  tests.       The  work  now  done   under   the   name   of 
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"observation  and  practice"  is  better  than  none,  but  it  has  never 
been  considered  satisfactory. 

The  faculty  of  the  ■  Normal  School  in  recommending  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  in  granting  diplomas  of  graduation  and 
certificates  of  qualification  have  realized  that  the  most  important 
element  in  forming  their  judgment  was  wanting.  The  power  of 
the  students  to  control  and  to  iafluence  classes,  the  indispensable 
element  of  success  in  teaching,  had  never  been  tested  nor 
measured. 

Consequently,  numbers  of  students  have  been  graduated  who 
have  failed  when  subjected  to  actual  school-room  tests.  Some 
of  these  have  been  excellent  scholars,  and  have  gone  out  from  the 
Normal  School  with  honors  and  with  high  hopes.  Others  have 
been  graduated  about  whose  success  there  were  doubts,  but  their 
weakness  had  not  been  proven,  and  they  were  given  the  benefit 
of  the  doubt. 

These  facts  explain  the  considerable  number  of  normal  gradu- 
ates who  remain  unplaced  for  years.  They  cannot  do  the  work 
demanded  of  them.  They  are  not  strong  enough  to  hold  the 
places.  This  is  especially  true  of  the  large  classes  in  the  boys' 
schools.  So  these  girls  are  tossed  from  school  to  school  until 
they  happen  to  find  a  place  easy  enough  for  them  to  stay  in. 

These  facts  are  well  known  to  all  familiar  with  school  condi- 
tions. They  do  not  reflect  upon  the  Normal  School,  nor  upon  the 
school  system.  They  are  not  peculiar  to  Boston.  Every  normal 
school  in  the  country  has  had  a  similar  experience,  and  they  have 
all  been  devising  methods  to  remove  the  difiiculty. 

The  proposed  lengthening  of  our  Normal  School  course  is  pri- 
marily to  strengthen  the  work  at  this  point.  The  added  year 
gives  an  opportunity  for  each  student  to  be  tested  by  five  months 
of  school-room  experience.  This  experience  is  to  be  gained 
under  the  daily  inspection  of  a  skilled  teacher. 

The  plan  contemplates  one  such  director  to  each  two  students. 
This  I  consider  the  vital  feature  of  the  scheme.  It  combines  two 
essential  features  of  normal  training,  individual  personal  respon- 
sibility for  the  care  and  control  of  a  class,  and  constant  oversight 
for  criticism  and  suggestion.  One  is  as  important  as  the  other. 
The  antiquated  objection  against  "children  being  experimented 
on  "  has  no  force  in  this  connection,  for  these  students  will  have 
had  as  much  training  as  all  ths  normal  graduates  now  have. 

The  system  has  come  into  general  use,  and  the  results  are 
satisfactory.  Where  there  has  been  failure,  it  has  been  due  to 
faulty  administration. 

Another  feature  of  the  new  plan  is  the  opportunity  afforded  to 
train  special  teachers.  The  kindergarten  and  the  various  forms 
of  physical  and  manual  training  have  become  integral  parts  of 
the  educational  system.     As  they  have  become  more  ^highly  de- 
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veloped  they  demand  more  liighlj^  trained  teachers.  Such 
teachers  are  needed,  not  only  for  the  day  schools,  but  for  the 
new  work  in  vacation  schools  and  educational  centres.  ISTo  ade- 
quate provision  has  ever  been  made  by  the  city  for  these  posi- 
tions. A  three-years'  course  would  afford  time  for  this  work. 
It  cannot  be  done  well  in  less  time. 

The  new  course  offers  other  advantages,  but  these  two  alone 
seem  to  me  ample  to  justify  the  proposed  change;  more  than 
this,  to  make  it  imperative. 

I  do  not  see  that  we  can  consider  the  measure,  either  in  sup- 
port or  opposition,  from  the  standpoint  of  the  normal  students. 
The  school  does  not  exist  for  them.  It  is  not  supported  in 
the  interest  of  a  hundred  girls  who  want  to  earn  a  livelihood  by 
teaching,  but  in  the  interest  of  the  90,000  children  who  are  enti- 
tled to  the  best  teaching  which  the  city  money  can  buy. 

It  is  for  the  city,  through  its  school  committee,  to  say  what 
qualifications  it  shall  require  in  its  teachers.  It  is  for  the 
teachers  to  meet  the  requirements.

To  the  f<chool  Contmittee: 

The  following  report  on  the  normal  school  question  is  respect- 
fully submitted: 

I  judge  from  the  form  of  the  motion,  requesting  our  individual 
opinions,  that  a  free  and  frank  expression  is  desired  by  the  Board. 

I  shall  consider  only  the  main  points  of  the  question  as  pre- 
sented by  the  committee. 

I  do  not  at  this  time  discuss  the  question  whether  the  State  or 
the  city  should  control  the  Normal  School.  That  has  been 
settled  by  a  vote  of  the  Board.  Furthermore,  I  gave  my  opinion 
then  that  it  would  be  better  for  the  school  and  also  for  the 
pupils  if  it  were  under  State  control.  The  question  as  now 
presented  suggests  three  main  points:  The  course  of  study,  the 
employment  of  training  teachers,  the  ti-aining  of  pupil-teachers 
and  their  compensation. 

The  length  of  the  course  of  study,  and  the  scope  of  it,  is 
perhaps  the  most  important  matter  to  be  considered.  I  am  free 
to  say  that  a  rigid,  hard-and-fast  three  years'  course  does  not 
appeal  to  me  as  the  wisest  plan.  It  is  contrary  to  the  universal 
practice  adopted  in  all  the  normal  schools  in  the  country  where 
students  are  being  fitted  to  teach  in  the  elementary  grades.  I 
should  prefer  a  two  years'-course  for  those  preparing  to  teach  in 
the  elementary  grades,  and  a  four-years'  course  for  those  pre- 
paring to  teach  in  high  schools. 

When  we  consider  the  careful  and  thorough  j^reparation  pro- 
vided in  our  schools,  from  the  kindergarten  to  the  high  school  — 
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viz.,  one  year  in  the  kindergarten,  three  years  in  the  primary,  six 
years  in  the  grammar,  and  four  years  in  high  school,  and  that  at 
the  end  an  examination  is  held  for  a  final  careful  selection  of  the 
most  worthy  students,  — it  seems  to  me  that  we  ought  to  expect 
that  a  certain  nvimber  in  every  class  should  be  ready  to  do  excel- 
lent work  in  our  schools  after  two  years  of  professional  training, 
or  in  even  less  time  in  some  rare  cases,  and  experience  has  verified 
this  expectation. 

I  plead  not  so  much  for  a  definite  time  limit  as  for  the  recog- 
nition of  the  principle  —  more  and  more  recognized  of  late  in 
educational  practice  —  that  it  is  the  quality  of  the  work  and  the 
capabilities  of  the  worker  that  demand  our  attention.  Improve 
the  quality  of  the  work  all  along  the  line  rather  than  extend  the 
length  of  the  course,  unless  we  are  willing  to  open  the  entire  field 
of  teaching  to  the  graduates.  Experience  has  repeatedly  shown 
that  the  quality  of  educational  work  can  never  be  measured  by 
the  time  it  takes  to  do  it,  but  rather  by  the  interest  developed 
while  doing  it.  If  our  normal  girls  are  weak  in  any  subject,  then 
improve  the  teaching  of  that  subject  in  every  school  below  the 
Normal  School  rather  than  lengthen  the  normal  course. 

I  believe  more  actual  practice  in  teaching  might  be  taken  ear- 
lier by  a  rearrangement  of  the  course.  Some  of  the  students 
seem  to  possess  from  the  start  the  natural  teaching  ability  so 
much  desired,  and  a  fair  degree  of  scholarship  besides.  I  object 
to  the  requirement  of  a  rigid,  inflexible  course  anywhere  in  our 
system;  the  course  should  be  made  for  the  students,  not  the  stu- 
dents for  the  course.  The  old  idea  that  our  schools  are  for  the 
greatest  good  of  the  greatest  number  is  pernicious  in  the  extreme. 
On  the  contrary,  we  should  hold  that  the  schools  are  for  the 
greatest  good  of  each  individual.  The  Normal  School  is  carried 
on  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the  city,  and  that  benefit  can  be 
secured  only  by  obtaining  for  each  individual  in  the  school  the 
best  possible  training  in  the  shortest  possible  time. 

In  the  Normal  School,  as  in  other  schools,  we  have  over- 
elaborated  the  work.  There  are  certain  well-known  principles  of 
teaching  which  apply  equally  to  all  subjects,  and  if  once  com- 
prehended and  appropriated  by  the  student  it  would  seem 
unnecessary  to  take  up  all  the  subjects  in  detail  merely  to  inform 
the  student  of  the  various  methods  and  devices  of  instruction  in 
each  particular  subject  (art  or  science).  In  other  words,  less 
elaboration  of  detail  would  save  time  and  tend  to  improve  the 
work. 

I  imderstand  that  the  boys  graduated  from  one  of  our  high 
schools  rank  among  the  best  at  Harvard.  They  liave  had  only 
the  same  amount  of  training  in  time  which  our  girls  receive 
before  entering  the  Normal  Scliool,  and  in  three  years  some  of 
them  finish  the  college  course. 

In  the  able  and  interesting  report  just  issued  from  this  oftice, 
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the  statement  is  made  in  regard  to  the  Normal  School  that  "its 
standards  of  scholarship  have  steadily  been  raised."  "The 
school  has  done  much  excellent  work,  steadily  improving  in 
character,  and  never  more  than  at  present."  If  that  is  the  case, 
and  we  all  believe  it  to  be  true,  then  is  it  unreasonable  to  main- 
tain that  the  city  should  have  the  benefit  of  the  teaching  power 
of  the  abler  members  of  the  class  before  the  end  of  three  years  ? 

Because  some  of  the  students  need  more  time  and  maturer  de- 
velopment, and  would  profit  greatly  by  additional  training,  is 
that  a  good  reason  why  all  should  be  kept  longer  in  the  school '? 

I  know,  from  my  personal  experience  as  master  and  supervisor, 
that  every  year  each  class  from  the  iSTormal  School  contains  a 
certain  number  of  very  promising  young  teachers,  who  do  excel- 
lent work  from  the  beginning.  Every  class  in  the  past  has  had 
those  students  in  it,  and  it  is  fair  to  presume  that  every  class  in 
the  future  will  contain  a  goodly  number.  The  sooner  the  city 
can  procure  the  services  of  such  persons  the  better.  After  a 
reasonable  course  of  professional  training  they  are  well  fitted  by 
education  and  natural  endowments  to  do  splendid  work. 

The  one  thing  needed  more  than  anything  else  by  all  normal 
graduates  and  teachers  is  a  better  knowledge  of  children,  and  how 
to  teach,  manage,  and  influence  them,  individually  and  collec- 
tively. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  normal  training  has  been  weak  on  the 
"  practice  "  side  of  the  work.  If  this  is  the  case,  then  the  remedy 
should  be  applied  earlier,  as  is  done  at  many  normal  schools,  and 
should  be  continued  during  the  entire  course. 

The  training  school  should  be  a  model  school  and  training 
school  combined,  and  should  be  a  mixed  school  of  boys  and  girls, 
with  land  snfficient  to  well  illustrate  the  nature-work  by  out- 
door lessons  to  the  normal  students. 

I  believe  the  training  teachers  selected  should  have  additional 
compensation  granted  to  insure  the  high-grade  work  necessary. 

The  pupil-teachers  should  be  paid,  because  it  will  tend  to 
increase  the  efiiciency  of  their  work.  These  pupil-teachers  are 
educated  by  the  city,  primarily,  not  for  their  own  good,  but  for 
the  city's  benefit,  and  anything  that  will  promote  that  should 
be  done. 

In  summing  up  the  whole  matter  allow  me  to  add  that  I  firmly 
believe  that  a  reasonable  time  limit  has  already  been  reached, 
and  that  if  any  of  the  pupils  in  the  Normal  School  cannot  do  the 
work  required,  then  we  should  concentrate  our  thought  and 
action  on  improving  the  work  of  preparation  or  make  a  more 
rigid  selection  after  the  completion  of  the  course,  and  not  take 
the  less  difficult  and  more  expensive  alternative  of  extending  the 
length  of  the  course  itself.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Committee  of  the  City  of  Boston: 

In  response  to  your  recent  communication  requesting  super- 
visors to  express  opinions  relative  to  the  proposed  extension  of 
the  normal  school  course,  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
statement : 

PRELIMINARY. 

It  is  my  belief  that  the  immediate  and  remote  educational 
interests  of  this  city  vrould  be  best  served  by  the  substitution  of 
a  State  normal  school  located  in  Boston  for  the  existing  city 
normal  school.  This  opinion  is  based  in  the  main  on  the  follow- 
ing considerations: 

1.  The  governing  boards  of  State  schools  are  more  permanent 
than  those  controlling  city  schools.  Under  State  supervision, 
therefore,  there  is  greater  likelihood  of  securing  a  constant  and 
independent  educational  and  administrative  policy  than  can  be 
maintained  under  city  control  with  annually  changing  school 
boards. 

2.  State  normal  schools  are  more  likely  to  be  adequately  and 
liberally  equipped  than  are  city  normal  schools.  A  normal 
school  building  should  be  so  constructed  that  it  may  meet  widely 
diversified  and  highly  specialized  needs;  it  should  contain 
accommodations  for  both  children  and  adults,  up-to-date  labora- 
tories, class-rooms  for  kindergarten,  training,  model  and  normal 
classes;  a  well-furnished  library  and  good  gymnasium  should  be 
added,  together  with  offices  and  other  essential  features.  The 
construction  and  maintenance  of  such  a  building  brings  its 
expense  up  to  an  amount  which  cities  are  unwilling  to  grant. 

3.  At  the  present  time  Boston  furnishes  a  considerable  part  of 
the  money  supporting  State  normal  schools.  Its  large  n;imber  of 
children  and  its  need  for  supplying  two  thousand  teachers  for 
their  instruction  seeni  to  demand  a  local  opportunity  for  training 
teachers  at  State  expense  in  return  for  its  contribution  to  State 
taxes. 

Summarizing  the  above,  it  is  believed  that  a  State  normal 
school  is  preferable  to  a  city  normal  school,  because  its  control 
is  more  permanent,  its  policy  is  likely  to  be  less  fluctuating,  its 
standards  more  independent  and  its  equipment  superior;  its  sup- 
port is  justified  by  the  city's  contribution  to  the  State's  exi^endi- 
ture  for  educational  purposes. 

ACTUAL  ISSUES. 

Turning  to  some  of  the  questions  now  at  issue: 
1.     I  hold  that  the  extension  of  the  normal  school  course  to 
three   years   promises   to    improve    present    conditions.       It    is 
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evident  that  the  time  element  in  education  is  an  important  one; 
the  tendency  of  professional  schools  for  teachers  is  to  increase 
the  length  of  the  course,  raise  standards,  and  broaden  the  scope 
of  their  endeavor. 

An  enriched  course  of  study  will  give  greater  intellectual  power 
and  prolonged  training,  and  increased  independence  in  teaching 
cannot  fail  to  add  to  the  efficiency  of  graduates  from  the  normal 
school. 

2.  I  understand  that  the  proposed  publication  of  the  normal 
school  course  of  study  as  a  separate  school  document  gives  a 
favorable  opportunity  for  revision  of  the  same,  and  also  that  the 
curriculum  to  be  followed  in  the  normal  school  is  not  deter- 
mined by  any  amendment  or  motion  now  pending.  I  am  unable 
to  endorse  the  curriculum  proposed  on  page  420  of  the  School 
Committee  Minutes  of  1902. 

3.  In  regard  to  the  plan  for  placing  pupil-teachers  in  the 
schools: 

(a.)  I  should  like  to  see  added  to  the  present  scheme  some 
centralizing  features. 

(b.)  I  object  to  the  clause  in  Section  289  which  provides  that 
each  training  teacher  be  given  charge  of  tiLw  classes  of  children 
to  be  taught  by  pupil-teachers.  Objection  to  this  arrangement 
is  based  on  the  opinion  that  it  submits  the  children  involved  to 
an  excessive  amount  of  inexperienced  teaching. 

4.  All  training  teachers  should  receive  additional  compensa- 
tion. Their  work  demands  not  only  rare  skill,  but  it  constantly 
calls  for  time  out  of  school  hours. 

5.  In  providing  a  training  which  has  a  money  value,  the  city 
compensates  all  pupil-teachers  for  their  services.  I  do  not  believe, 
therefore,  that  they  should  be  paid  while  in  training. 

6.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  desirable  to  have  as  members 
of  the  normal  school  faculty  more  than  two  persons  whose 
educational  qualifications  and  experience  admit  them  to  exami- 
nation for  the  master's  certificate.  I  believe  that  some  of  the 
instructors  thus  qualified  should  be  women.

In  answer  to  the  order  of  May  28,  1903,  requesting  the  indi- 
vidual opinions  of  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
regard  to  the  proposed  modifications  of  the  normal  school,  I 
make  the  following  reply : 

The  question  before  the  School  Committee  is:  What  action  in 
regard  to  the  normal  school  will  best  promote  the  welfare  of  the

public  schools  of  Boston?  From  the  discussion  which  preceded 
the  ijassing  of  the  order  to  which  this  is  a  reply,  T  understand 
that  the  School  Committee  is  more  concerned  with  adopting  a 
general  plan  that  will  be  sound  than  with  determining  the  merits 
of  special  and  minor  details  connected  with  any  plan  which  has 
been,  or  may  be,  proposed.  Such  parts  of  any  plan  as  experience 
shall  show  to  be  unsatisfactory  can  be  modified  or  omitted,  but  no 
permanent  solution  of  the  problem  can  be  reached  unless  the 
general  principle  upon  which  it  is  based  shall  be  valid. 

Such  a  general  answer  to  the  question  may  be  given  either  from 
an  educational  or  from  a  financial  point  of  view.  It  seems  plain 
to  me  that  the  answer  in  both  cases  is  that  the  schools  of  Boston 
will  derive  the  most  benefit  if  the  city  shall  cease  to  maintain  a 
normal  school. 

In  advocating  the  discontinuance  of  the  city  normal  school  I 
am  not  criticizing  the  present  management  of  the  school  or  the 
teachers  in  it.  From  the  educational  point  of  view  this  answer 
does  not  depend  upon  either  the  efficiency  of  the  normal  school 
or  the  expense  of  maintaining  it.  No  matter  how  satisfactorj-|or 
misatisfactory  the  work  of  the  normal  school  may  be,  no  matter 
how  much  or  how  little  it  may  cost,  no  matter  how  strong  the 
institutional  pride  of  its  graduates  may  be,  it  still  remains  a  fact 
that  it  is  not  the  function  of  the  city  to  provide  normal  training, 
and  that  for  this  reason  the  normal  school  should  not  be  con- 
tinued as  a  municijoal  institution. 

It  is  the  function  of  the  State  and  not  of  the  city  to  provide 
suitable  training  for  teachers.  Only  when  the  State  fails  to  do 
this  is  the  city  justified  in  assuming  an  obligation  not  primarily 
its  own  in  order  to  protect  the  children  in  its  schools.  It  is 
probable  that  snch  a  need  existed  in  the  past,  and  that  the 
normal  school  has  served  a  useful  purpose,  but  it  cannot  now  be 
said  that  Massachusetts  is  failing  to  furnish  adequate  facilities 
for  the  training  of  teachers,  or  that  it  has  hesitated  to  increase 
these  facilities  whenever  there  has  seemed  to  be  need  of  such 
action.  The  State  has  been  very  liberal  towards  the  normal,, 
schools,  and  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  that  the  discontinuance 
cf  the  city  normal  school  would  at  once  be  followed  by  the 
establishing  of  a  State  normal  school  in  Boston.  The  means  of 
accomplishing  this  in  such  a  way  that  the  Boston  girls  who 
desire  to  become  teachers  shall  not  in  any  way  be  harmed  or 
even  for  a  time  be  compelled  to  leave  home  in  order  to  obtain 
normal  instruction,  and  a  method  of  providing  places  elsewhere 
in  the  city  system  for  efficient  teachers  now  connected  with  the 
city  normal  school  can  without  doubt  be  readily  devised. 

It  is  not  necessary  to  discuss  at  length  the  evident  advantages 
which  a  State  institution  will  have  over  the  present  city  normal 
school  or  even  over  any  normal  school  which  the  city  may  estab* 
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lish.  Many  of  these  advantages  will  arise  from  financial  condi- 
tions, and  because  by  the  order  of  March  10,  1903,  the  whole 
matter  was  referred  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  I  venture  to 
comment  on  the  financial  side  of  the  question. 

There  is  great  need  of  such  a  flexibility  in  the  schools  that 
each  pupil  shall  pass  continuously  and  consecutively  through 
the  course  at  a  rate  of  progress  suited  to  his  individual  ability. 
To  make  such  flexibility  a  generally  established  fact,  rather  than 
a  condition  limited  to  a  few  districts  as  at  present,  will  require 
the  division  of  each  grade  into  sections,  and  should  be  accom- 
panied by  a  reduction  in  the  number  of  pupils  assigned  to  each 
teacher.  The  $28,000  now  expended  in  maintaining  the  normal 
school  could  be  used  with  advantage  in  thus  reducing  the  num- 
ber of  pupils  assigned  to  each  teacher.  In  this  connection  it  will 
more  nearly  fit  future  conditions  to  consider  a  much  larger  sum 
than  $28,000  as  the  annual  cost  of  a  city  normal  school.  For  if 
the  city  maintains  a  normal  school  at  all  it  should  be  of  the  best. 
The  present  salary  schedule  is  so  small  as  to  appear  ridiculous. 
A  proper  increase  in  the  salary  schedule  so  that  it  shall  at  least 
equal  that  of  our  best  high  schools,  the  natural  growth  of  the 
school,  and  the  increased  cost  of  maintenance  in  the  proposed 
new  building  should  make  the  annual  cost  of  a  city  normal  school 
more  than  double  the  present  amount. 

Also  the  large  sum  which  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  are 
about  to  expend  on  a  site  and  building  for  the  normal  school 
could,  if  the  normal  school  should  be  discontinued,  find  imme- 
diate and  profitable  use  in  providing  additional  rooms  for  which 
there  is  so  great  a  need. 

Furthermore,  when  we  consider  that  the  City  of  Boston  for  the 
year  1903  pays  over  36  per  cent,  of  the  State  tax,  and  so  contributes 
approximately  $106,500  to  the  sujiport  of  the  ten  State  normal 
schools  now  in  operation,  it  seems  that  the  taxpayers  may  fairly 
question  the  justice  of  the  expenditure  of  $28,000,  or  any  other 
sum,  for  the  maintenance  of  a  school  which  is  no  longer  needed, 
and  which  may  be  discontinued  not  only  without  detriment  to 
the  children  in  the  schools  or  to  the  girls  who  wish  to  become 
teachers,  but  rather  to  the  positive  advantage  of  both.  It  seems 
fair  for  Boston  to  claim  that  its  contribution  of  over  one-third 
of  all  the  money  expended  for  the  ten  normal  schools  of  the  State 
entitles  it  to  a  State  normal  school  within  its  borders  wherein  the 
young  men  and  women  of  Boston  may  prepare  for  positions  as 
teachers  in  the  public  schools. 

On  May  24,  1898,  the  School  Committee  voted  to  discontinue 
the  city  normal  school.  It  seems  to  me  that  all  actions  since 
that  time  have  been  in  the  nature  of  unnecessary  compromises. 
The  reasons  which  have  caused  a  reversal  of  that  decision  either 
are  not  valid  or  no  longer  exist,  and  the  best  interests  of  the 
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schools  and  of  the  taxpayers  will  be  served  by  again  voting  to 
discontinue  the  city  normal  school. 

Even  if  the  city  should  choose  the  less  effective  and  more  expen- 
sive course  and  continue  to  maintain  a  city  normal  school,  I  shall 
still  be  opposed  to  the  three-year  course,  because  I  believe  that 
better  results  vrill  come  from  a  more  extensive  reorganization 
of  tlie  normal  school  than  can  come  from  the  proposed  addition 
to,  or  modifications  of,  the  present  course. 

This  reorganization  should  include:  The  establishing  of  such 
a  salary  schedule  as  will  attract  and  retain  the  best  men  and 
vromen  in  the  country;  the  building  up  of  a  new  model  school; 
the  providing  of  facilities  for  practice  teaching  either  in  the 
model  school  or  in  the  regular  schools;  a  proper  adjustment  of 
the  academic  and  professional  work  within  the  course;  the  deter- 
mining of  entrance  requirements  so  as  to  make  the  work  of  the 
high  school  most  effective  for  the  purposes  of  the  normal  school; 
a  scheme  for  regulating  the  admissions  in  accordance  with  city 
needs;  and  especially  a  way  of  limiting  the  graduation  to  those 
who  in  personality  and  temperament  are  fitted  for  the  work  of 
teaching.

1.     I  believe  the  course  should  be  extended  to  three  years. 

The  purpose  of  the  Xormal  School  must  necessarily  be  three- 
fold, viz.:  to  furnish  academical  study;  to  furnish  pedagogical 
study;   and  to  develop  intellectual  power. 

In  many  of  the  studies,  the  only  knowledge  the  ]3upils  have  is 
what  they  remember  from  the  grammar  schools,  and  that  has 
been  dissipated  by  four  years"  study  of  other  subjects,  most  of 
which  they  will  never  be  expected  to  teach. 

Of  course,  the  knowledge  of  even  the  ablest  grammar  school 
graduate  of  a  subject  like  arithmetic  is  entirely  too  meagre  for  a 
teacher.  I  believe  a  considerable  time  should  be  spent  in  the 
Normal  School  in  the  study  of  reading,  arithmetic,  geography, 
grammar,  history,  and  physiology. 

The  methods  of  teaching,  with  history  of  education  and  psychol- 
ogy, cannot  be  taught  profitably  until  the  pupils  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  the  subjects  treated.  And,  while  these  latter  sub- 
jects are  being  pursued,  the  former  should  also  be  studied  more 
deeply  until  the  pupil  has  a  fuller  knowledge  than  she  would  ever 
expect  her  grammar  school  pupils  to  have. 
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The  theory  of  teaching  is  of  very  little  use  unless  it  is  made 
practical.  In  our  present  system,  the  Normal  School  pupils  have 
no  means  of  satisfactorily  knowing,  or  showing,  whether  they  can 
make  it  practical  or  not.  Observation  is  not  practice.  They  can 
feel  no  sense  of  responsibility  for  the  progress  of  the  class  and 
the  development  of  the  individual  pupils.  They  should  have  an 
opportunity  to  test  their  ability  to  teach,  and  for  this  purpose 
they  should  have  several  months  in  order  to  become  acquainted 
with  their  pupils,  note  the  progress  made,  study  the  needs  of 
each,  and  devise  ways  of  awakening  each  one's  active  interest, 
and  in  the  proposed  plan  this  is  done  under  the  guidance  of  our 
most  expert  teachers. 

From  no  other  source  do  we  take  teachers  into  the  Boston 
schools  without  some  years  of  experience.  For  our  high  schools 
we  demand  a  college  education,  and  at  least  three  years'  ex- 
perience. We  issue  certificates  of  qualification,  after  examina- 
tion, to  graduates  of  other  normal  schools  of  this  State,  but,  as  a 
matter  of  fact,  teachers  are  not  taken  into  our  schools  from 
outside  until  they  have  had  several  years  of  practice.  From  our 
own  Normal  School  we  take  them  in  without  any  experience 
worth  the  name. 

In  other  lines  of  work  men  are  obliged  to  spend  a  considerable 
time  in  working  up  to  the  full  exercise  of  their  vocations.  In 
the  professions,  in  the  trades,  in  nearly  all  of  the  mercantile  and 
industrial  lines  of  work,  men  are  obliged  to  show  by  long 
exj^erience  their  fitness  for  their  work. 

To  pay  a  smaller  salary  to  beginners  is  not  sufficient.  The 
children  should  not  be  placed  under  an  utterly  inexperienced 
teacher  who  has  not  shown  her  ability  to  teach.  Ability  to  learn 
as  a  pupil  is  not  a  guarantee  of  ability  to  teach. 

Moreover,  besides  the  gain  in  knowledge  and  experience,  the 
third  year  gives  a  greater  development  of  power.  It  is  the 
development  of  mental  power  that  enables  a  teacher  to  adapt 
herself  to  new  conditions.  The  one  of  less  power  may  be  able  to 
run  along  in  a  rut  and  to  do  the  same  work  over  and  over  again, 
but  only  one  who  is  what  we  call  educated,  or  developed,  can 
take  up  new  problems  and  adapt  one's  work  to  the  various 
demands  of  the  times. 

By  extending  the  course  to  three  years  we  give  the  young 
teachers  a  broader  knowledge  of  the  subjects  they  are  to  teach, 
we  give  them  experience  under  expert  guidance,  and,  better  still, 
we  develop  to  a  greater  extent  their  potyer  to  grow. 

Our  c/i^V/care  shoiild  be  for  the  pupils^  the  children  of  the  city, 
and  as  soon  as  these  young  ladies  enter  the  Normal  School,  which 
is  a  technical  school,  while  we  give  them  the  best  advantages 
possible,  our  chief  consideration  should  be  the  children,  their 
future  pupils,  and  regard  the  normal  school  pupils  as  teachers  in 
training. 
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2.  I  believe  that  training  teachers  should  be  appointed  for  the 
purpose  and  under  the  conditions  described  in  the  proposed 
amendment  to  Section  289,  and  that  it  is  essential  to  the  success  of 
the  plan  that  these  teachers  receive  extra  pay  for  their  services, 
not  merely  on  account  of  extra  vrork  and  responsibility 
involved,  but  in  order  to  secure  teachers  of  rare  power. 

3.  I  believe  the  pupil-teachers  should  receive  some  compensa- 
tion during  their  practice,  and  in  other  respects  should  be  treated 
as  teachers,  because  I  believe  it  would  add  to  their  sense  of 
responsibility  in  their  work,  and  would  be  an  important  step  in 
their  training  —  a  step  between  pupil  and  teacher. 

4.  I  believe  the  courses  of  study  should  be  arranged  by  the 
Superintendent  and  Supervisors  and  approved  by  the  Board,  and 
should  be  published  in  the  same  form  as  other  courses  of  study 
are  published  —  as  a  school  document.

The  Gonference  on  Music  Study  in  High  Schools  at  its  session 
in  Boston  on  May  30,  1903,  adopted  the  following  minute  to  be 
forwarded  to  the  School  Gommittee  of  the  Gity  of  Boston: 

Resolved,  That  this  Gonference  respectfully  commends  to  the 
careful  consideration  of  the  members  of  the  School  Gommittee  of 
Boston  the  recommendation  of  Mr.  E.  P.  Seaver,  Superintendent 
of  the  Boston  Public  Schools,  respecting  a  better  recognition  and 
treatment  of  the  subject  of  music  in  the  High  Schools  of  said  city, 
given  on  page  126,  Recommendation  No.  6,  of  late  report,  viz. : 
"  That  an  Elective  in  Music,  to  be  given  at  least  three  hours  a 
week,  with  instruction  of  a  high  grade,  be  allowed  in  the  High 
Schools."

The  Committee  on  Scliool  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred  —  June 
9  —  an  order  designating  the  Martin  District  as  the  district  in 
which  the  Xormal  School  should  be  placed,  submit  the  following 
majority  report : 

It  should  at  the  outset  be  noted  that  under  the  statutes  of  this 
CommonAvealth  the  School  Committee  is  to  determine  in  which 
district  the  Xormal  School  shall  be  placed,  but  has  no  right  what- 
soever to  select  a  specific  parcel  of  land  for  that  purpose.  This 
latter  power  is  wholly  vested  in  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners, 
and  they,  therefore,  are  entitled  to  the  credit,  or  must  bear  the 
burden,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  choice  of  a  particular  site  in  a 
district. 

Shortly  after  the  creation  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  the 
School  Committee  designated  in  a  very  general  manner  the  loca- 
tion desired  for  the  Normal  School,  i.e.,  southwest  of  Massa- 
chusetts avenue  (Sept.  10.  1901).  This  was  made  more  specific  by 
the  report  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commission,  i.e.,  in  the  vicinity  of 
Dudley  street  transfer  station  (Dec.  IS,  1901).  The  present  Com- 
mittee on  School  Houses,  after  a  careful  consideration, voted  unani- 
mously on  Feb.  21,  1903,  to  recommend  the  location  previously 
recommended  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  and  this  was 
accepted  by  the  Board.  It  was  then  supposed  that  nothing 
remained  for  the  School  Committee  to  do  in  the  matter  of  a  Nor- 
mal School  site,  and  that  it  was  for  the  Schoolhouse  Commis- 
sioners to  select  a  particular  site  within  the  region  designated 
by  the  School  Committee.  The  Schoolhouse  Commissioners, 
acting  within  these  general  limits,  selected  a  site  in  the  Lewis 
District,  approved  by  the  Superintendent.  The  Corj^oration 
Counsel  of  the  City  of  Boston  having  informed  the  Schoolhouse 
Commissioners  that  they  must  procure  the  designation  of  a  par- 
ticular Grammar  School  District  from  the  School  Committee 
before  they  could  take  any  land,  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners 
suggested  that  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  request  the  School 
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Committee  to  designate  the  Lewis  District,  if  that  district  met  its 
approval,  and  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  was  about  to 
make  that  specific  recommendation  when  the  order  to  place  the 
Normal  School  in  the  Martin  District  was  referred  to  it. 

The  price  of  land  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens  had  been  considered 
prohibitive  until  a  very  attractive  proposition  was  made  by  the 
Boston  Water  Power  Company  to  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners, 
The  land  involved  meets  the  approval  of  the  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners and  the  Superintendent. 

The  situation  then  is,  that  the  School  Committee  is  called 
upon  to  designate  in  which  district  it  desires  the  Normal  School 
to  be  placed,  the  only  two  districts  under  consideration  being 
the  Martin  and  Lewis  districts,  and  the  sites  in  those  two 
districts,  the  determination  of  which  lies  outside  of  the  province 
of  the  School  Committee,  being  as  a  matter  of  fact  definitely 
selected  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  and  being  each 
excellent  sites  in  the  respective  localities. 

The  Normal  School  includes  not  only  a  Normal  School,  but 
also  a  Training  School,  to  contain  not  less  than  eighteen  classes. 
The  question  has  two  aspects,  one  the  Normal  School  aspect, 
strictly  speaking,  the  other  the  Training  School  aspect,  or  the 
housing  of  children  aspect,  and  the  determination  of  the  problem 
of  location  must  depend  on  the  relative  degree  of  importance 
assigned  to  each  of  these  two  elements;  —  a  question  on  which 
there  is  large  room  for  difference  of  opinion. 

The  site  proposed  in  the  Martin  district  is  on  Worthington 
street  in  the  Back  Bay  Fens,  at  very  nearly  the  centre  of  the 
Martin  district,  a  location  at  present  undeveloped  and  with 
inadequate  car  facilities,  but  which  will  undoubtedly  be  in  the 
future  an  accessible  and  appropriate  site  for  the  Normal  School, 
using  that  term  in  the  narrower  sense,  i.e.,  without  the  Training 
School.  Its  immediate  proximity  to  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts, 
to  Simmons  College,  Conservatory  of  Music,  Horticultural  Hall, 
Symphony  Hall,  and  other  similar  institutions  will  also  doubtless 
afford  educational  advantages  to  the  pupils  of  the  Normal  School. 
In  short,  if  only  the  Normal  School,  without  the  Training  School, 
were  to  be  considered,  the  site  would  be  well  nigh  ideal. 

The  Martin  site  is  somewhat  more  expensive  than  the  Lewis 
site.  The  proposition  in  the  Martin  District  is  about  110,000  square 
feet  of  land  at  $1.50  per  foot,  for  the  Normal  School,  Training 
School,  and  for  the  Girls'  Latin  School.  This  makes  $165,000. 
If  land  in  the  proposed  streets  surrounding  the  schools  is  also  to 
be  purchased,  as  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  intend,  the  cost 
will  be  about  $200,000.  The  proposition  in  the  Lewis  District  is 
about  54,000  square  feet  of  land  at  $1  per  foot,  for  a  Normal  School 
and  Training  School.  As  the  Girls'  Latin  School  should  not 
occupy  more  than  about  36,000  square  feet  of  land,  the  Martin  site 
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calls  for  the  purchase  of  20,000  square  feet  of  land  more  than  would 
otherwise  be  required,  or  $30,000,  and  as  the  price  per  square  foot 
for  the  rest  is,  of  course,  half  again  as  much  as  in  the  case  of  the 
Lewis  proposition,  we  have  an  excess  in  cost  of  the  Martin 
proposition  over  the  Lewis  of  $75,000,  and  if  land  in  the  proposed 
streets  is  taken  of  about  $100,000.  Building  in  the  Fens  will  also 
cost  about  $10,000  more  than  it  would  in  the  Lewis  District, 
because  of  the  nature  of  the  soil  in  the  Fens.  The  difference  in 
expense  is  therefore  in  the  neighborhood  of  $100,000. 

This  difference  in  expense,  large  as  it  is,  should  not  of  itself  be 
decisive. 

When,  however,  we  turn  to  the  question  of  the  Training  School, 
we  find  that  the  difference  in  expense  of  the  Martin  site  over 
the  Lewis  site  is  very  nearly  $400,000. 

The  erection  in  the  Lewis  District  of  a  large  Training  School 
would  supersede  the  otherwise  imminent  necessity  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  Grammar  and  Primary  School  in  that  vicinity,  and  would 
therefore  save  the  city  something  like  $300,000,  a  modest  estimate 
of  what  a  Grammar  and  a  Primary  School-house  would  otherwise 
cost.  The  erection  of  a  Training  School  in  the  Martin  District, 
near  whose  centre  the  Worthington-street  site  lies,  would  afford 
no  substantial  relief,  because  the  Martin  District  itself  requires 
no  relief,  as  the  new  Kenwood  Road  School,  soon  to  be  completed, 
will  meet  all  local  needs,  and  because  the  districts  which  surround 
the  Martin  District  are  at  such  distances  from  the  proposed  site, 
and  such  complications  are  introduced  by  the  two  lines  of 
railroads,  which,  roughly  speaking,  form  a  natural  division  line 
in  the  immediate  vicinity,  that  no  real  present  relief  to  surround- 
ing districts  can  reasonably  be  expected  by  the  erection  of  the 
Training  School  on  Worthington  street. 

The  Lewis  site,  therefore,  offers  an  opportunity  to  satisfy  two 
claimant  needs  at  the  same  time.  It  not  only  saves  the  city  some- 
thing like  $100,000  directly,  but  also  saves  an  additional  sum  in 
the  neighborhood  of  $300,000  indirectly. 

The  arguments  against  this  are,  first,  that  the  Normal  School 
should  not  be  sacrificed  to  other  needs  ;  and,  second,  that  the 
Worthington-street  location  will  in  time  justify  itself,  even  as  far 
as  the  Training  School  iteelf  is  concerned.  The  first  argument 
is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  Worthington-street  site  will  be  more 
appropriate  than  the  Lewis  site,  and  will  offer  greater  advantages 
of  an  educational  character,  because  of  the  educational  institu- 
tions nearby.  As  to  the  latter,  that  can  to  some  extent  be  reme- 
died by  the  Normal  School  girls  visiting  those  institutions  when 
requisite  ;  as  to  the  former,  it  is  hardly  an  argument  justifying  a 
very  large  outlay.  It  is  also  argued  that  the  Training  School 
should  not  be  crowded,  or  else  it  will  cease  to  be  the  model  school 
that  is  desired.     This  can,  however,  be  remedied  by  regulations 
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governing  that  institution.  The  argument  tliat  in  time  the  Train- 
ing School  will  naturally  fill  up  should  not  have  great  weight 
when  such  imminent  overcrowding  exists  as  the  School  Commit- 
tee is  at  present  called  upon  to  face. 

In  short,  it  appears  that  the  Lewis  site  will  be  a  highly  satis- 
factory site  both  in  itself  and  because  of  its  central  location 
geographically,  and  because  of  its  accessibility  on  account  of  its 
nearness  to  the  Dudley  Street  Station,  whether  looked  at  from  the 
point  of  view  of  the  Normal  School  alone,  or  of  the  Training 
School  alone,  or  both  combined;  and  that  the  Martin  site, 
although  more  desirable  for  the  Normal  School  alone,  is  highly 
undesirable  for  the  Training  School,  and  on  account  of  that,  and 
of  its  intrinsically  greater  expense,  involves  an  outlay  so  much 
gx'eater  than  the  other  site  that  the  city  ought  not  to  be  called 
upon  to  pay  it. 

The  Normal  School  is  getting  immeasurably  more  than  it  has 
at  present  if  the  Lewis  site  be  taken.  It  should  not  get  all  it 
desires  when  the  effect  is,  in  order  to  give  it  some  slight  in- 
cidental advantages,  to  take  nearly  half  a  million  dollars  more 
out  of  a  fund  to  accommodate  unhoused  school  children,  a  fund 
inadequate  for  that  purpose. 

A  majority  of  the  committee  therefore  recommend  the  passage 
of  the  following  order.

accommodations.     This  opinion  is  held   by  the   Superintendent, 

the   Board   of  Supervisors,   and  the  Committee  on  the  Normal 

School. 
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The  proposed  site  in  the  Back  Bay  possesses  many  advantages 
that  do  not  attach  to  a  location  in  Roxbury.  The  lot  selected 
is  at  least  as  central  and  as  easy  of  access  as  the  one  under  con- 
sideration in  Roxbury,  the  area  available  is  ample,  the  price  low, 
and  the  wisdom  of  the  choice,  the  undersigned  believe,  will  be 
found  fully  justified  in  future  years  when  this  location  will  un- 
doubtedly be  recognized  as  the  educational  centre  of  the  city. 
The  Roxbury  lot  is  insufficient  in  size  for  the  purpose  under 
consideration,  and  the  school  will  be  cramped  and  confined,  and 
its  surroundings  hereafter  will  probably  be  so  congested  as 
materially  to  impair  its  efficiency.  As  to  the  question  of  expense,- 
the  net  actual  cost  of  the  Back  Bay  site  over  the  Roxbury  lot, 
making  all  due  allowances,  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned, 
but  about  $50,000,  a  sum  altogether  too  small  to  govern  the 
location  of  a  site  in  the  case  of  this  particular  school,  intended 
for  the  benefit  of  the  entire  city,  and  which  for  many  years  has 
pursued  its  work  under  difficult  and  discouraging  surroundings 
with  the  hope  that  ultimately  its  reasonable  requirements  for 
suitable  accommodations  would  be  met. 

The  undersigned  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
appended  order.

Mr.  Brock,  for  the  Committee  on  School  Houses, 
presented  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  desire  to  submit, 
for  the  information  of  the  Board,  the  following  report 
with  regard  to  the  janitorship  of  the  Sherwin  School- 
house  :  Mr.  Joseph  G.  Scott,  the  janitor  of  this  building, 
has  held  that  position  since  April,  1872,  and  was,  until 
about  five  years  ago,  faithful  and  efficient.  About 
1898  he  was  taken  ill  with  rheumatism,  and  later  was 
affected  with  paralysis.  For  two  years  he  was  able  to 
supervise  his  work,  but  for  the  last  three  years  has  been 
unable  to  leave  his  home.  The  master  of  the  district 
has  shown  every  consideration  to  Mr.  Scott  but  has 
recently  felt  obliged  to  recommend  that  the  interests  of 
the  school  demanded  the  retirement  of  Mr.  Scott,  and 
the  appointment  of  his  successor.  It  has  seemed  to  the 
master,  and  to  your  committee  as  well,  that  Mr.  Scott 
is  justly  entitled  to  some  consideration  in  his  unfortu- 
nate situation,  and  to  that  end  the  following  arrange- 
ment has  been  agreed  to  by  all  the  parties  interested,  and 
'will  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  its  approval:  Mr. 
Scott  has  presented  his  resignation  to  take  effect  Aug  1, 
and  the  vacancy  thus  created  is  to  be  filled  by  the  promo- 
tion of  another  janitor  already  in  the  service  who  now 
receives  a  lower  salary  than  that  attached  to  the  position 
held  by  Mr.  Scott.  The  new  appointee,  who  will  receive  a 
salary  of  -^^1,320  per  annum,  is  to  pay  Mr.  Scott  for  one 
year  at  the  rate  of  $30  per  month,  which  is  approxi- 
mately one  half  the  net  amount  which  Mr.  Scott  has 
been  in  receipt  of  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  after 
paying  the  person  employed  by  him  to  perform  the 
duties  which  he  is  personally  unable  to  render.  This 
arrangement  is,  in  effect,  to  give  Mr.  Scott  a  year's 
leave  of  absence,  on  half  pay,  although  not  at  the 
expense  of  the  city.  The  candidate  for  the  position 
fully  understands  the  proposed  arrangement,  and  is  con- 
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tented  to  accept  it.  Your  committee  therefore  recom- 
mend the  acceptance  of  this  report  as  expressive  of  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  the  arrangement  herein  set 
forth.

To  the  School  Committee  : 


Responding  to  an  order  passed  by  the  School  Committee  June 
23,  1903  (see  Minutes,  page  298),  requesting  the  Superintendent 
"to  suggest  such  special  legislation  as  will  permit  him  to  experi- 
ment at  the  earliest  possible  date  upon  the  provisions  as  set 
forth  in  Sections  289  and  290  of  the  proposed  amendments,  such 
experiments  being  in  accordance  with  the  suggestions  in  his 
report  of  1902,  page  23,"  I  respectfully  submit  the  following 
provisions: 

1.  The  Superintendent  may,  after  consultation  with  the  prin- 
cipals of  schools,  appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  teachers  in  the 
primary  and  grammar  schools  to  give  practical  instruction  in  the 
art  of  teaching  to  the  recent  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  who 
desire  to  receive  such  instruction.  While  under  such  instruction, 
the  graduates  shall  be  designated  pupil-teachers. 

2.  Each  training  teacher  shall  be  given  charge  of  two  classes 
of  grammar  or  primary  pupils,  and  the  teaching  in  these  classes 
shall  be  done  by  two  pupil-teachers  under  the  direction  of  the 
training  teacher. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  training  teachers  to  give  careful 
and  constant  supervision  to  the  work  of  the  pupil-teachers,  to 
hold  conferences  with  them  regularly  for  the  purpose  of  sug- 
gestion, criticism,  and  guidance,  and,  in  general,  to  see  that  the 
pupil-teachers  receive  as  thorough  a  practical  training  in  the  art 
of  teaching  as  the  circumstances  allow.  The  training  teachers 
shall  be  responsible,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  are  all  other  teachers,  for  the  good  conduct  and  progress  of 
the  classes  under  their  charge.  They  shall  make  report  upon  the 
work  of  their  pupil-teachers  in  such  form  and  at  such  times  as 
the  Superintendent  may  direct. 

4.  The  pupil-teachers  shall  be  assigned  to  the  several  training 
teachers  by  the  Superintendent,  who  may  change  or  annul  his 
assignments  at  any  time.  The  term  of  service  of  a  pupil-teacher 
shall  ordinarily  be  twenty  weeks,  but  this  term  may  be  extended 
not  more  than  ten  additional  weeks  in  particular  cases  for  good 
reasons. 

5.  The  Supervisors  shall  visit  the  pupil-teachers  and  make  a 
written  report  to  the  Superintendent  upon  the  teaching  and  gov- 
erning ability  of  each  pupil-teacher  visited. 

6.  Training  teachers  shall  receive,  in  addition  to  their  regular 
salary,  a  certain  sum  per  month,  and  the  pupil-teachers  a  certain 
sum  per  day,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Board  annually  in  the  month  of 
June. 
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7.  For  the  present  year  the  training  teachers  shall  receive,  in 
addition  to  their  regular  salary,  twenty  dollars  for  each  month  of 
actual  service.  The  pnpil-teachers  shall  receive  one  dollar  for 
each  day  of  actual  service.

Friday  in  the  same  month.  These  dates  have  in  the  past  at 
times  conflicted  with  the  dates  fixed  for  the  graduating  exercises 
of  these  schools.  To  avoid  such  interference  in  the  future,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  recommends  that  the  dates  of  the  admission 
examinations  be  advanced  one  week.  In  this  recommendation 
your  committee  concur,  and  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
amendments  specified  in  the  appended  order.

Under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  475  of  the  Acts  of  1901,  the 
School  Committee  are  required  to  appropriate  money  to  pay  the 
salaries  of  the  three  Commissioners  of  the  Schoolhouse  Depart- 
ment, and  so  much  of  the  necessary  expenses  of  said  department 
as  are  not  provided  for  by  Section  4  of  that  Act,  but  there  is  a 
further  provision  that  the  Commissioners  shall  not  incur  any 
expense  for  any  purpose  beyond  the  amount  authorized  under 
said  Section  4  in  addition  to  the  sums  which  may  be  appropriated 
by  the  School  Committee  for  such  purpose. 

In  the  annual  appropriation  bill  the  School  Committee  appro- 
priated for  salaries  and  necessary  expenses  of  Schoolhouse  Com- 
missioners $20,000.  The  Commissioners  now  come  to  us  and  say 
that  their  work  will  be  seriously  crippled  unless  they  are  granted 
a  further  appropriation  of  $5,000.  The  Committee  on  Accounts 
have  given  very  careful  consideration  to  this  request,  and  are 
satisfied  that  it  is  a  reasonable  one,  and  solely  to  pay  their 
salaries  and  for  such  necessary  expenses  of  said  department  as 
are  not  provided  for  by  Section  4  of  said  Act.  In  addition,  the 
Commissioners  report  that  the  sum  of  $2,000  additional  to  the 
$50,000  appropriated  will  be  needed  to  pay  the  rent  of  hired 
accommodations.

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  report  that 
the  Superintendent  has  called  their  attention  to  Sect. 
217  of  the  Regulations,  which  provides  that  any  class, 
grade  or  school,  may  be  dismissed  once  every  three 
months  in  order  to  afford  teachers  an  opportunity  to 
visit  other  schools  to  observe  their  methods  of  discipline 
and  instruction.  It  is  suggested  by  the  Superintendent 
that  instieacl  of  dismissing  the  pupils  upon  such  occasions 
it  would  be  far  better  to  provide  a  substitute  to  take 
the  place  of  the  absent  teacher,  and  that  the  small  addi- 
tional expense  thereby  involved  is  of  little  moment  as 
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against  depriving  an  entire  class  or  school  of  a  portion 
of  the  instruction  which  tliey  are  entitled  to  receive. 
Your  committee  concur  in  this  suggestion,  and  accord- 
ingly recommend  the  adoption  of  an  amendment  to  the 
aforesaid  section  as  specified  in  the  appended  order.

Sect.  217.  A  teacher  may,  with  the  consent  of  the  principal 
of  the  school,  be  absent  without  loss  of  pay  one  day  every  three 
months  to  visit  other  schools  for  the  purpose  of  observing 
methods  of  discipline  and  instruction.  Substitutes  may  be 
appointed  for  teachers  so  absent,  and  shall  be  paid  by  the  city  as 
provided  in  Sect.

Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  second  Wednesday  and  following 
Thursday  in  September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or 
of  a  State  Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
may  be  admitted  to  the  school  without  examination,  and,  if  they 
prove  to  be  qualiiied,  may  be  admitted  to  the  senior  class,  and 
may  take  the  Kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the  other  optional 
courses  in  one  year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for 
the  regular  and  special  courses  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school 
year.  All  pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  prove  unsuitable

I  beg  to  state  that  in  the  opinion  of  this  Board,  it  is  not  com- 
petent for  them  to  determine  in  what  portion  of  the  city  the 
Normal  School  should  be  located,  this  being  a  matter  which  is 
legally  determined  by  your  Board. 

As  to  the  further  portion  of  your  communication,  I  beg  to  say 
that  it  is  practically  impossible  to  make  a  comparison  between 
the  cost  to  the  city  of  the  Normal  School  on  the  three  sites  men- 
tioned, as  the  circumstances  on  each  site  are  different,  owing  to 
special  conditions  connected  with  each.  These  are  briefly  as 
follows: 
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The  price  which  the  city  would  pay  for  the  Worthington  street 
site  is  dependent  upon  the  city  purchasing  enough  land  for  the 
Normal,  Training  School  and  the  Girls'  Latin  School,  the  total 
area  actually  offered  being  in  excess  of  what  the  Commissioners 
believe  absolutely  essential  for  these  three  items;  what  the  price 
of  land  would  be  if  the  Normal  alone  were  located  in  this  neigh- 
borhood is  a  different  question. 

The  cost  to  the  city  of  the  Normal  School,  if  located  on  the 
Crafts  estate,  is  entirely  dependent  upon  whether  or  no  the  School 
Committee  would  be  willing  to  appropriate  for  the  purpose  of  a 
training  school  the  building  now  being  erected  on  the  corner  of 
Huntington  avenue  and  Kenwood  road,  adjacent  to  the  Crafts 
estate.  If  the  School  Committee  were  unwilling  to  take  this 
action,  the  Crafts  estate  would  be  inadequate  to  contain  both  the 
Normal  and  the  Girls'  Latin,  and  if  taken  for  the  Normal  School 
only,  the  final  cost  to  the  city  would  be  figured  quite  differently 
from  the  cost  when  figured  in  conjunction  with  the  Girls'  Latin. 

As  to  the  Gaston  lot,  it  is  there  a  question  of  the  Normal  School 
only,  without  any  consideration  of  the  Girls'  Latin,  as  in  the  case 
of  the  two  other  lots,  and  without  any  consideration  of  being 
able  to  utilize  another  building  for  a  training  school,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  Crafts  estate. 

There  is,  therefore,  in  the  judgment  of  this  Board,  no  adequate 
means  of  making  a  real  comparison.

The  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred—  Oct.  27  —  an  order  proposing  an  amendment  to  Sect.  37 
of  the  Rules,  report  as  foUov^s: 

Shortly  after  the  reference  to  this  committee  of  the  foregoing 
order,  a  petition  remonstrating  against  the  same,  signed  by  a 
number  of  janitors,  was  presented  to  the  Committee  on  School 
Houses,  who  referred  the  same  to  this  committee.  A  hearing 
was  given,  which  was  attended  by  several  mastei's  and  janitors, 
by  members  of  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  and  by  the 
member  who  offered  the  order.  In  this  hearing  it  developed 
that  there  was  an  evident  misunderstanding  as  to  the  scope  of  the 
order.  The  fear  was  expressed  that  it  might  give  the  masters  a 
practical  veto  power,  and  that  the  system  of  promotion  for  merit 
adopted  two  years  ago,  and  so  successfully  carried  out  by  the 
Committee  on  School  Houses,  might  be  in  danger.  If  this  were 
so,  this  committee  would  hesitate  in  recomnaending  the  proposed 
amendment.  They  heartily  approve  of  the  present  system,  and 
would  not  knowingly  do  anything  to  interfere  with  its  operation. 
It  acts  as  an  inspiration  to  the  force,  holding  out  hope  of  reward 
for  well  doing.  They  feel,  however,  that  as  between  janitors  of 
substantially  equal  merit  and  length  of  service,  the  wishes  of  the 
master  might  well  be  considered,  and  that  at  least  an  opportunity 
to  be  heard  should  be  given  him.     Certainly  no  harm  could,  and 
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much  good,  might,  come  from  this.  This  does  not  mean  that  his 
■wishes  should  necessarily  be  final.  In  order  that  the  amendment 
may  not  be  construed  as  giving  an  absolute  veto,  even  by  implica- 
tion, the  phraseology  of  the  order  as  referred  has  been  somewhat 
changed. 

The  committee  feel  that  the  rule  should  be  broadened  to  include 
matrons,  engineers,  and  all  similar  employees  of  the  Board. 
They  also  feel  that  as  the  ultimate  power  in  such  matters  rests 
■with  the  Board,  an  opportunity  ought  in  each  case  to  be  given  mem- 
bers personally  to  investigate  the  facts,  if  they  so  desire;  and  for 
that  purpose  action  by  the  Board  should  be  deferred,  as  in  the 
case  of  teachers,  for  a  period  of  t-wo  weeks.  They  therefore  rec- 
ommend the  passage  of  the  accompanying  order: 

Ordered,  That  the  Regulations  be  amended  as  follo-ws: 
Sect.  37.     Par.   2.     Strike  out  the  paragraph  and  substitute  in 
place  thereof  the  follovring: 

2.  Shall,  after  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  has  been  given  the 
principal  of  the  school  or  district  affected  and,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board,  appoint,  transfer,  and  discharge  janitors, 
engineers,  matrons,  and  other  persons  employed  by  the  Board  for 
the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  several  school-houses;  and,  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  Board,  make  such  regulations  as  they 
shall  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  such  employees,  and 
see  that  the  same  are  enforced.  These  regulations  shall  be 
printed  and  distributed  to  the  principals  of  schools  and  districts, 
and  to  the  employees  affected  therby.  All  appointments, 
transfers,  and  discharges  of  employees  enumerated  in  this 
paragraph,  -when  reported  by  the  committee,  shall  lie  over  for 
t-wo  -weeks  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Board.

3.  Roxbury.  Lowell  District. — -A  two-room  addition  to  the 
Wyman  Primary  School-house.

9.  South  End.  Addition  to  the  Girls''  High  School  Site.  —  This 
addition  to  the  site  has  been  made.  The  extensive  alterations 
and  repairs  recently  made  upon  the  building  may  be  fairly 
regarded  as  a  fulfilment  of  this  item  in  its  original  form.  It  is

Inde- 
pendent in  thought,  firm  in  conviction,  strong  in 
administrative  capacity,  he  wisely  conducted  the  im- 
portant interests  committed  to  his  charge,  and  withal 
performed  many  unobtrusive  acts  of  kindness  that, 
known  to  but  few  perhaps,  will  live  in  grateful  mem- 
ories for  years  to  come.  A  striking  feature  of  his 
administration  was  the  loyal  and  unswerving  support  it 
received  from  those  who  were  associated  with  him  in 
the  discharge  of  school  duties,  and  one  of  his  last  offi- 
cial acts  demonstrated  his  real  kindhness  of  heart  and 
readiness  to  extend  his  aid  to  those  in  need  of  encour- 
agement and  support  in  time  of  difficulty. 

His  interest  in  the  welfare  of  his  associates  was  not 
confined  to  district  lines,  and  the  success  attending  the 
formation  and  establishment  by  legislative  action  of  the 
Public  School  Teachers'  Retirement  Fund  is  largely 
due  to  his  unselfish  and  untiring  interest  and  persistent 
effort. 

Mr.  Hall  was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  Apr.  29, 
1836,  and  entered  the  Boston  service  as  usher  in  the 
May  hew  School  on  Hawkins  street  in  1869.     In  1875

instructed  to  introduce  and  advocate  the  passage  of  a  men  to  Normal 
bill  in  the  Legislature  to  authorize  this  Board  to  admit  rseep'32ii 
men  to  the  Boston  Normal  School  under  such  restric- 
tions as  it  may  deem  advisable,  reported  that  while 
your  committee  favor  increasing  the  proportion  of 
efficient  male  teachers  in  the  grades,  they  believe  that 
the  admission  of  men  to  the  Normal  School  is  not, 
under  present  conditions,  a  method  tending  towards 
that  result.  The  present  lack  of  opportunity  to  acquire 
administrative  experitnce  and  to  rise  in  the  service 
would  repel  desirable  men  from  the  school.  The  Nor- 
mal School  itself  with  its  present  curriculum  is  not 
adapted  to  attract  or  retain  male  teachers  of  the  char- 
acter and  attainments  desired,  and  can  only  be  made  so 
by  thorough  reconstruction  at  large  outlay.  Such 
reconstruction,  extension  of  greater  opportunity  of 
growth  and  advancement  to  teachers,  and  adoption  of 
effective  methods  of  preventing  inefficient  men  securing 
permanent  positions  in  our  teaching  force  are  prerequi- 
sites to  the  plan  suggested.  Your  committee  therefore 
beg  to  report  that  under  existing  circumstances  men 
ought  not  to  be  admitted  to  the  Normal  School,  and  to 
seek  legislation  to  that  end  is  at  present  premature. 

From  this  report  Mrs.  Duff  dissents.

of  male  teachers  in  the  grades,  it  makes  it  impossible 
for  any  others  than  those  who  have  taught  or  are  now 
teaching  outside  of  Boston  to  obtain  these  positions  in 
the  grades. 

Third.  —  It  condemns  the  Boston  Normal  School  in 
the  following  words :  "  The  Normal  School  is  not 
adapted  to  attract  or  retain  male  pupils  of  the  character 
and  attamments  desired,"  and  yet  this  Boston  Normal 
School  is  supposed  to  equal  if  not  excel  the  State  Nor- 
mal Schools,  all  of  which  admit  young  men,  and  froni 
which  are  graduated  a  large  percentage  of  the  present 
male  teachers  in  the  Boston  public  schools. 

Fourth.  —  It  takes  no  cognizance  of  the  fact  that  a 
new  Normal  School  is  to  be  erected  during  the  coming 
year,  that  a  reorganization  must  of  necessity  take  place, 
and  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Normal 
School  to  anticipate  in  every  way  conditions  which  may 
make  that  new  Normal  School  the  great  central  force 
of  the  educational  system  of  Boston. 

On  this  point  we  have  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  which  reads  as  follows :

To  the  Committee  on  Normal  School  : 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  carefully  considered  the  request 
contained  in  the  following  communication  from  the  Committee 
on  Normal  School,  and  herewith  submits  its  reply: 
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In  Committee  on  Normal  School, 

Boston,  September  22,   1903. 

Voted^  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  be  requested  to  report  to 
this  committee  their  opinion,  and,  if  any  dissent,  the  majority  and 
minority  opinions,  as  to  the  advisability  of  the  passage  of  a  law 
admitting  men  to  the  Normal  School,  either  for  the  regular  or  for  a 
post  graduate,  or  pedagogical  special  course,  with  their  views  as 
to  the  need  or  demand  for  men  instructors  in  the  Grammar  or 
High  and  Latin  Schools,  and  if  the  Normal  School  should  be 
opened,  what  restrictions,  if  any,  should  be  imposed.  The  com- 
mittee hopes  that  your  board  may  be  able  to  report  to  them  with- 
in two  weeks,  as  the  time  is  short  in  which  a  petition  can  be  pre- 
sented to  Massachusetts  Legislature  and  considered.

Were  the  question  a  hypothetical  one,  the  Board  would  reply 
that  it  knows  of  no  reason  why  the  city  might  not  provide  peda- 
gogical instruction  and  training  for  men  as  well  as  for  women  in 
preparation  for  teaching  in  its  own  schools.  If  the  city  were 
about  to  establish  a  Normal  School,  the  school  might  be  of  such 
a  grade,  and  so  organized  that  men  could  be  prepared  for  the 
Boston  service. 

Now  we  are  about  to  establish  a  new  Normal  School ; 
therefore  we  should  make  it  possible  to  admit  young 
men :  again,  the  admission  of  young  men  to  all  of  our 
State  Normal  Schools,  and  the  fact  that  these  young 
men  are  eagerly  sought  to  fill  positions  even  in  our 
Boston  schools,  should  influence  us  in  making  an  effort 
to  obtain  from  the  Legislature  at  least  the  same  priv- 
ilege for  the  new  Boston  Normal  School,  an  educa- 
tional institution  than  which  none  in  the  country  should 
be  superior. 

Therefore,  the  passage  of  the  following  order  is  rec- 
ommended : 

Ordered,  That  the  Committee  on  Legislative  Matters

portant enough  to  exist,  he  has  more  work  than  he  can  possibly 
attend  to.  Moreover,  membership  on  several  important  commit- 
tees frequently  results  in  a  conflict  of  engagements,  so  that  it  is 
at  times  difficult  to  secure  quorums,  and  much  valuable  time  is 
wasted  in  waiting  for  absent  members. 

The  School  Board  should  as  far  as  possible  confine  itself  to  work 
legislative  in  character,  leaving  the  details  of  executive  work  to 
trained  officials.     Sub-committees  and  members  thereof  should 
exercise   as   few   executive   functions   as   possible.     Their   duty 
should  be  not  the  doing  of  things,  but  the  consideration  of  sub- 
jects within  their  jurisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the 
School  Board  as  to  its  own  action.     This  is  in  the  direct  line  of 
the  latest  and  most  approved  educational  thought,  and  is  in  the 
line  of  practical  action  already  taken  by  the  School  Board  in  many 
directions.     Thus  we  have  the  following  expert  executives: 
The  Superintendent. 
Six  Supervisors. 
Director  of   Drawing. 
"        ''     Music. 
"        "     Kindergartens. 
"        "     Vacation  Schools. 
'I       "     Physical  Training. 
Principal  of  Carpentry. 

"         "    Cookery. 
Instructor  of  Military  Drill. 
Chief  Truant  Officer, 

The  aggregate  salary  paid  these  officials  amounts  to  very 
nearly  $50,000.  If  they  are  worthy  of  their  positions,  and  en- 
titled to  any  such  compensation,  they  ought  to  be  not  only 
allowed,  but  required  to  do  the  work  for  which  they  are  paid. 
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Certainly  it  is  not  economy  for  the  School  Board  to  pay  these 
officials,  and  then  to  undertake  personally  to  do  their  work.  It 
is  simply  impossible  for  members  of  the  School  Board  effectively 
to  do  the  work.  Each  year  the  membership  of  the  Board 
changes,  sometimes  radically.  However  competent  a  member  of 
the  Board  may  be,  he  has  this  disadvantage  —  he  is  liable  at  any 
time  to  leave  the  Board.  His  successor  cannot  possibly  at  once 
take  up  the  work  where  he  left  it,  and  the  school  service  suffers 
in  efficiency  while  the  new  man  is  learning.  All  this  is  obviated 
where  executive  work  is  left  to  officials  who,  like  the  directors, 
are  on  tenure,  and  can  carry  on  the  work  systematically  without 
interruption,  always,  of  course,  subject  to  any  change  of  policy 
by  vote  of  the  School  Board. 
The  work  of  the  School  Board  may  be  divided  as  follows: 

1.  Establishment  of  its  own  Eules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Educational  Work. 

3.  Finances. 

4.  Superintendence  of  Property.       * 

There  are  therefore  primarily  but  four  committees  needed,  viz. : 

1.  Eules  and  Regulations. 

2.  Education. 

3.  Finance. 

4.  School  Houses. 

When  a  new  subject  is  under  consideration,  and  while  in  its 
experimental  stage,  as,  for  example.  Educational  Centres,  or  any 
school  extension,  a  committee  to  supervise  the  same  might  be 
established,  but  as  soon  as  it  becomes  an  accepted  part  of  the 
school  work,  the  committee  should  be  abolished,  and  this,  like 
other  branches,  should  be  carried  out  by  the  Superintendent  and 
appropriate  director.  A  good  example  is  in  the  case  of  Kinder- 
gartens, which  originally  had,  but  now  have  not,  a  special  com- 
mittee in  charge.  At  present  there  is  no  more  reason  for  a 
committee  on  music,  or  manual  training,  drawing,  or  hygiene, 
than  for  a  committee  on  arithmetic,  or  geography,  or  Latin,  or 
French.  As  there  is  a  Chief  Truant  Officer,  there  is  no  reason 
for  a  Committee  on  Truant  Officers.  The  Chief  and  his  men 
should  be  under  the  control  of  the  Superintendent. 

The  Committee  on  Courses  of  Study  and  Text  Books  might 
well  be  a  Committee  on  Education,  and  have  general  supervision 
as  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Board,  and  solely  for  the  purpose  of 
advising  the  Board  on  all  educational  matters. 

The  Committee  on  School  Houses  should  have  its  present 
duties,  but  should  confine  itself  to  those  duties.  It  should 
be  the  eyes  and  ears  of  the  Board  on  the  physical  side  of  the 
schools.     It   should  not  attempt  to   pass   upon  petty  details  of 
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repairs,  etc.,  and  should  not,  as  a  body  independent  of  the  School 
Board,  advise  the  Schoolhouse  Department  in  the  conduct  of  its 
affairs.  The  law  throws  the  responsibility  upon  the  Schoolhouse 
Department,  and  the  Committee  on  School  Houses  ought  not  to 
attempt  to  share  that  responsibility.  The  committee  should 
only  consider  such  matters  as  the  Board  must  pass  upou,  and 
only  for  the  purpose  of  advising  the  Board. 

The  Committees  on  Accounts,  Supplies,  and  Salaries  might 
well  enough  be  consolidated  into  a  Committee  on  Finance,  but 
this  is  only  if  one  wishes  to  be  absolutely  logical.  Moreover, 
such  consolidation  would  necessarily  involve  the  appointment  of 
an  executive  on  the  business  side,  with  large  powers  correspond- 
ing to  the  Superintendent  on  the  educational  side,  and  this,  how- 
ever desirable,  does  not  seem  feasible  at  present. 

The  Committees  on  Evening  Schools  and  Extended  Use  of 
School  Buildings  should  be  consolidated  into  a  Committee  on 
School  Extension,  to  have  charge  of  Evening  Schools,  Evening 
Lectures,  Educational  Ceiftres,  Vacation  Schools,  and  all  matters 
involving  the  extended  use  of  school  buildings. 

If  it  be  said  that  these  consolidations  would  throw  too  much 
work  upon  the  new  committees,  the  answer  is,  not  if  the  mem- 
bers refrain  from  interfering  in  petty  detail  work,  and  confine 
themselves  entirely  to  the  consideration  of  the  broader  questions 
of  education  and  school  policy. 

It  would  probably  be  unwise  to  reduce  the  number  of  commit- 
tees to  its  lowest  logical  terms.  It  is  suggested,  however,  that 
we  might  well  reduce  the  number  of  committees  to  the  follow- 
ing: 

Accounts. 

Education. 

High  and  Normal  Schools. 

Horace  Mann  School. 

Legislative  Matters 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

Salaries. 

Names  of  Buildings. 

School  Extension  (to  include  Evening  Schools,  Evening  Lec- 
tures, Educational  Centres,  Vacation  Schools,  and  all  extended 
uses  of  school  buildings). 

School  Houses. 

Supplies. 

Some  of  these  could  be  eliminated  without  detriment.  This 
committee  thinks,  however,  that  it  would  be  unwise  for  the 
present  School  Board  to  legislate  for  its  successor.  It  is  there- 
fore recommended  that  this  report,  the  result  of  several  years  of 
observation  of  the  existing  system,  be  referred  to  the  next 
School  Board  for  consideration.

The  Committee  on  School  Houses,  to  whom  was  referred  — 
Oct.  27  — an  order  requesting  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to 
report  to  this  Board  what  amounts  will  be  needed,  first,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  $1,500,000  loan  that  may  be  authorized  next  year,  to 
complete,  as  now  planned,  the  remaining  items  on  the  list  of  Dec.

—  To  attempt  to  give  the  cost  of  supplying  by  September 
1,  1906,  such  additional  facilities  as  will  then  be  required  for 
housing  all  school  children  would  be  impossible  without  a 
detailed  report  from  the  Superintendent,  indicating  in  what  dis- 
tricts growth  may  be  expected,  and  the  amount  of  accommoda- 
tion necessary  in  each,  nor  would  such  a  report  give  a  true  basis 
for  estimating  cost.  The  recent  reports  show  both  increase  and 
decrease  in  school  districts. 

No  average  of  any  value  for  particular  districts,  and  no  figures 
are  of  value  unless  based  on  individual  localities.  The  report  of 
December,  1901,  was  such  an  attempt.  The  amount  asked  for 
was  wholly  inadequate;  largely  so  because  each  item  when 
reported  for  execution  exceeded  in  accommodation  what  was 
originally  contemplated.  Under  these  circumstances  the  Board 
consider  that  the  report  asked  for  would  be  of  no  service  in  any 
way  commensurable  with  the  labor  involved  in  performing  it.

Dear  Mr.  Paine,  — In  connection  with  the  conversation  which  we  had  this 
morning,  it  may  interest  you  to  know  the  result  of  the  hearing  in  connection 
with  bids  on  the  Girls'  Latin. 

The  Boston  Water  Power  Company  are  willing  to  offer  us  the  land  in  the 
rear  of  Worthiugton  street,  extending  from  Worthington  street  back  of  the 
property  bought  by  Simmons  College  to  the  next  Board  of  Survey  street,  a 
complete  square  containing  about  120,000  square  feet,  averaging  600  feet  long 
and  200  feet  wide,  at  $1..')0  per  square  foot.  This  land  will  be  ample  accommo- 
dation for  the  Normal,  Training  School,  and  Girls'  Latin,  but  it  must  be  borne 
in  mind  that  it  is  close  to  the  Martin,  within  a  short  distance  of  the  new 
Kenwood  Road  Primary,  and  that  for  perhaps  many  years  no  Training  School 
will  be  needed  in  this  neighborhood  to  supply  the  actual  school  wants.  If  it 
was  decided  to  purchase  this  land,  it  would  mean  that  we  would  purchase  and 
hold  until  such  time  as  we  could  erect  a  Girls'  Latin  building,  and  hold  again 
until  yoii  were  ready  to  build  the  rest  of  the  plant. 

In  the  meantime  it  would  be  essential  to  take  care  of  the  needs  of  the  Lewis 
District.

Tliia  is  sufli- 
cient  room  lor  the  Girls'  Latin,  Normal,  and  Training  School,  but  the  amount 
which  the  Commissioners  had  set  aside  for  the  probable  cost  of  these  three 
was  $140,000.  This  land  would  amouut  to  $180,000.  As  far  as  the  Normal 
itself  is  concerned,  nothing  could  be  better  than  the  Boston  Water  Power 
Company  land,  but  a  Training  School  in  connection  therewith  will  not  fill  any 
immediate  need,  and  we  shall  have  to  find  some  way  to  provide  for  the  needs 
of  the  Lewis  District.

These  orders,  as  you  are  doubtless  aware,  were  passed  after  a 
careful  consideration  of  the  cost  of  the  two  propositions. 

On  June  12,  1903,  saw  the  Mayor  about  the  new  location,  and 
received  a  price  from  the  Boston  Water  Power  Company  of  $1.50 
for  the  lot  land  and  75  cents  for  the  street  land. 

On  June  16,  1903,  we  received  the  following  letter  from  the 
trustees  of  the  Boston  Water  Power  Company  in  regard  to  the 
land  for  streets. 

June  16,  1903. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  of  the  City  of 
Boston: 

Gentlemen,—  Since  writing  you  under  date  of  June  11, 1903,  we  have  been 
asked  by  a  member  of  the  School  Committee  our  reasons  for  making  the  modi- 
fications to  our  ijrevious  proposals  therein  contained. 

I  would  state  that  when  we  made  our  first  proposal' we  made  this  conditional 
as  I  orally  stated  to  you,  on  our  being  able  to  assure  the  payment  by  the  city 
to  us  for  land  contained  in  the  abutting  streets  by  having  said  streets  laid  out 
at  the  time  of  the  conveyance  to  you.  With  this  in  view,  I  had  a  conference 
with  the  Mayor,  and  he  stated  to  me  that  the  city  had  at  present  no  money  to 
lay  out  streets  and  therefore  could  not  lay  out  any  at  present.  I  therefore  pro- 
posed to  him  that  we  would  be  willing  to  postpone  payment  for  the  land  con- 
tained in  the  streets  for  a  couple  of  years,  putting  in  the  land  at  a  low  price, 
say  75  cents  per  square  foot.  He  said  that  although  this  might  be  a  very  fair 
arrangement,  he  would  not  sanction  it,  as  he  was  not  willing  to  saddle  his 
successors  with  a  burden.  He  suggested  that  a  wise  way  would  be  for  the 
Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  pay  for  the  land  in  the  streets  as  being  the 
necessary  ways  to  the  schoolhouses. 

The  above,  I  think,  gives  the  explanation  of  the  matter.  We  should  be 
willing  to  make  the  same  arrangement  with  you  about  paying  for  the  land  in 
the  streets  that  we  suggested  to  the  Mayor,  that  is,  putting  the  land  in  the 
streets  in  at  75  cents  per  square  foot  and  postponing  payment  therefor  for  a 
couple  of  years.  Of  course,  if  payment  were  thus  postponed,  we  sliould 
expect  to  be  paid  a  reasonable  rate  of  interest  thereon,  say  4  per  cent,  per 
annum.

2.  That  this  property  adjoins  the  school-house  estate,  thus  enabling  an 
extension  of  that  building,  with  additional  yard  room,  if  desired,  or  the 
grouping  of  the  buildings  in  a  manner  yielding  fine  architectural  effects,  and 
particular  attention  is  called  to  the  beautiful  old  trees,  a  considerable  portion 
of  which  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  save.

point  and  Massachusetts  avenue.

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Of  the  bids  received  up  to  date,  an  offer  made  by  the  Boston 
Water  Power  Company  was  altogether  the  most  available. 

Later  we  received  an  offer  from  Messrs.  Matthews  &  Thompson 
of  land  on  the  Tremont  entrance,  back  of  the  Fens,  at  $3.  Of  these 
latter  bids,  the  only  one  that  seemed  worthy  of  careful  consider- 
ation was  that  received  July  22  from  Messrs.  Whitcomb,  Wead  & 
Co.  This  land  was  so  much  cheaper  than  the  lots  previously 
offered,  and  the  advantage  of  it  being  solid,  and  not  made  land, 
and  it  being  equally  accessible,  as  far  as  surface  cars  were  con- 
cerned, that  we  went  more  carefully  into  the  consideration  of  the 
question.  Between  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  bids,  on  July 
16,  and  the  receipt  of  Messrs.  Whitcomb,  Wead  &  Co.'s  offer  of 
July  22,  we  had  discussed  with  Mr.  Bailey,  and  with  others,  the 
right  of  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  to  take  land  which  was 
laid  out  by  the  Street  Commissioners  as  Board  of  Survey  streets, 
and  paid  for.

Very  naturally  the 
Normal  appears  to  you  more  important  than  the  Latin,  but  if  both  have  this 
advantageous  position  so  much  the  better.

On  July  21,  1903,  we  received  an  offer  from  Mr.  Richard  C. 
Humphreys,  and  Mr.  North  and  myself  investigated  this  laud. 
Following  is  a  copy  of  Mr.  Humphreys'  letter:

Deae  Mr.  North,  —  I  vsrite  you  in  regard  to  the  Plymouth  street  property 
in  Longwood,  belonging  to  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  th^  Poor  as  Trustees  of 
the  Poor  Fund,  the  income  of  which  is  devoted  to  the  poor  of  Boston  who 
have  seen  better  days.  I,  as  trustee  of  the  above  Board,  am  naturally  desirous 
of  getting  all  I  can  for  the  worthy  poor  of  the  city.  This  property  has  been 
offered  to  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  as  a  site  for  the  new  Normal  School. 
I  see  no  reason  why  an  amicable  and  just  arrangement  might  not  be  made 
with  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor  in  regard  to  price.

On  July  23,  1903,  at  2  o'clock  P.M.,  a  hearing  was  given  relative 
to  the  suitableness  of  the  land  offered  for  a  Normal  School  in  the 
Martin  District. 

On  August  4,  1903,  had  an  interview  with  Mr.  J.  H.  Storer 
about  land  for  the  Normal — -original  offer  stands;    cannot   sell 
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without  streets;  will  sell  half  of  street  at  $1.00  and  add  interest 
at  6  per  cent,  to  February,  and  wait  for  payment;  $35,845  is  the 
cost  of  the  streets. 

On  August  6,  1903,  a  new  proposition  was  received  from  the 
Boston  Water  Power  Company.  They  do  not  release  their  right 
of  way  in  street  No.  220.  Next  attached  are  copies  of  correspond- 
ence between  the  Boston  Water  Power  Company  and  this  depart- 
ment.

of  land,  for  §203,993.35,  payable  February  1,  1904. 

Rights  of  way  will  be  given  in  said  streets  219,  275,  and  220  as  shown  on  said 
plan  as  far  as  the  northwesterly  line  of  street  No.  275  and  the  southwesterlj- 
line  of  street  219,  reserving  rights  of  way  in  all  of  said  streets  to  ourselves 
and  to  such  other  parties  as  we  have  granted  or  may  grant  such  rights  therein. 
Taxes  to  be  adjusted  as  of  August  1,  1903.  The  numbered  streets  above 
referred  to  are  streets  laid  down  on  the  plans  of  the  Board  of  Survey.

On  August  11,  1903,  Mr.  North  and  myself  looked  over  sites 
near  Kenwood  road  and  Bernier  park.  I  then  wrote  to  Mr. 
Lefavour,  president  of  Simmons  College,  in  regard  to  closing 
Board  of  Survey  street  between  the  land  we  proposed  to  purchase 
and  Simmons  College. 
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August  12,  1903. 
Mr.  Henry  Lefavour,  Ogunquit,  Maine  : 

My  Dear  Sir,  —  The  Commissioners  merely  had  in  mind  that  there  should 
be  open  land  and  no  street  or  right  of  way  between  them  and  Simmons  College. 
If  the  land  is  taken  for  school  purposes  for  this  department,  there  will  be 
placed  upon  it  the  Normal  and  the  Training  School  in  connection  therewith, 
and  the  Girls' Latin  School.  The  lot  contains  something  over  100,000  square 
feet,  and  a  considerable  proportion  of  this  land  would  be  left  open  and 
unoccupied.  The  apparent  size  of  which  would  be  further  increased  by  the 
street  lying  between  ourselves  and  Simmons  College.  It  seems  to  the  Commis- 
sioners that  if  the  city  took  this  land  it  would  be  both  to  the  advantage  of  the 
city  and  of  the  college  that  there  should  be  no  street  between  the  two 
properties.  The  Commissioners  have  not  definitely  decided  to  take  this  land, 
as  other  properties  are  under  consideration,  but  it  would  be  a  matter  to  be 
considered  in  favor  of  said  property  if  we  could  protect  ourselves  from  a 
thoroughfare  on  one  of  the  four  sides,  and  have  another  educational  institu- 
tion as  a  neighbor. 

We  should  be  very  glad  to  have  some  advice  from  you,  even  if  it  were  an 
informal  action,  before  the  meeting  of  your  corporation  in  September.    I  am,

Dear  Sir,  —  Since  seeing  you  in  regard  to  the  Fenway  lot  for  a  school  site, 
I  have  been  examining  the  locus  with  more  care,  and  I  find  that  it  is  possible 
to  combine  the  100,000  square  feet  you  thought  advisable  for  the  two  schools 
as  follows  (see  sketch) :

I  have  reason  to  think  that,  owing  to'certain  circumstances,  if  this  entire  lot  ig 
considered  favorably  by  your  Commission  now,  it  may  be  combined  as  a  whole 
at  about  $3.00  per  square  foot.  It  has  such  extraordinarj^  advantages  over  all 
other  proposed  sites  for  a  building  of  such  consequence  as  a  combined  Girls' 
Normal  and  Latin  School  would  naturally  be  in  its  long  and  admirable  park 
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frontages,  its  fine  light  and  air,  its  location  directly  opposite  the  Art  Museum, 
its  marked  freedom  from  all  city  noises,  while  being  at  the  same  time  a  step 
only  from  car  routes  on  Huntington  avenue,  that  even  if  it  may  cost  a  little 
more  than  your  Commission  are  inclined  to  pay  for  the  school  site,  it  is  well 
worth  the  extra  cost.  The  steady  increment  in  value  of  such  a  prominent  lot 
as  this,  with  its  many  factors  of  value  is  assured,  and  as  any  site  selected 
would  doubtless  become  permanent  for  school  purposes  for  at  least  half  a 
century  to  come,  the  city's  investment  in  this  lot  could  not  fail  to  be  a  highly 
advantageous  one. 

I  beg  to  ask  your  Commission  to  give  further  consideration  to  this  matter 
imder  this  presentation  of  facts  and  to  kindly  advise  me  thereon.  I  should  be 
glad  to  give  what  further  particulars  you  may  desire  in  relation  to  the  land.

In  view  of  the  facts  as  laid  before  us,  we  decided  to  communi- 
cate with  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  which  we  did  as 
follows:

Chairman  of  Committee  on  School  Houses,  Boston: 

Dear  Mr.  Borrill,  —  We  have  taken  no  definite  action  as  yet  in  regard  to 
the  land  for  the  Normal  or  Girls'  Latin  Schools,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think  it 
would  be  desirable  for  us  to  withhold  our  decision  on  this  matter  until  we 
meet  again  and  lay  all  the  facts  now  in  our  possession  before  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses  and  Mr.  Seaver  and  receive  their  advice. 

As  the  offer  of  the  trustees  of  the  Boston  Water  Power  Company  now 
stands,  we  are  at  liberty  to  buy  a  piece  of  land  somewhat  larger  than  we  need, 
and  streets  which  we  do  not  need  at  all,  and  which  eventual!}''  the  City  of 
Boston  may  take,  and  take  without  paying  us  anything  for  them.  So  that  our 
investment  there  would  be  something  over  $200,000,  and  added  to  that  the 
expense  of  piling  for  foundations  of  the  biulding  to  be  erected. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  are  offered  lots,  some  near  Longwood  avenue 
and  the  Park,  and  one  lot  adjoining  our  own  property  on  Ken- 
wood road.  This  latter  is  on  the  Huntington  avenue  line  and  within 
a  very  short  distance  of  the  Tremont  street  line,  and  as  far  as  car  ser- 
vice is  concerned  is  quite  as  accessible  as  the  land  of  the  Boston  Water  Power 
Company.  It  is  not,  however,  so  near  the  Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  Simmons 
College  and  the  other  institutions  which  are  considered  advantageous  in  con 
neclion  with  the  other  site.  On  the  other  hand,  if  we  take  the  property 
adjoining  Kenwood-road  School,  which  is  practically  80,000  square  feet  and 
offered  at  90  cents  per  sijuare  foot,  it  would  mean  an  investment  in  land  of 
about  $72,000  instead  of  $200,000,  and  as  it  is  comparatively  higli  land,  no 
expense  would  be  involved  in  connection  with  piling.  It  would,  furthermore, 
be  possible,  I  should  think,  to  embody  the  present  Kenwood-road  School  in 
our  general  scheme  and  use  that  as  a  training  school,  enlarging  it  as  necessar}' 
on  the  new  land.  This  would  add  the  whole  area  of  the  Kenwood  road  lot  to 
the  new  lot,  and  the  total  area  would  be  about  108,000  square  feet. 

If  you  agree  with  me,  we  will  hold  action  on  this  matter  until  the  Committee 
on  School  Houses  can  be  called  together  to  consult  with  us.

On  August  18,  1903,  saw  Mr.  Charles,  Chairman  of  Board  of 
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Sti-eet  Commissioners,  relative  to  the  proposed  thoroughfare 
through  Ruggles  street,  by  which  it  was  hoped  to  give  more 
direct  communication  to  Huntington  avenue  from  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Dudley  Street  Transfer. 

I  have  also  seen  General  Bancroft  relative  to  the  same  subject, 
and  although  he  is  not  ready  to  promise  anything,  but  states  that 
the  Boston  Elevated  will  be  prepared  to  provide  whatever  facilities 
are  required  by  our  needs.

Company  in  reply  to  their  letter  of  the  20th,  copies  of  which  I 
submit  herewith  :

Dear  Sirs,  —It  has  just  occurred  to  us  that  the  Crafts  estate,  779  Hunting- 
ton avenue,  which  we  submitted  to  your  Board  as  a  site  for  the  proposed 
Normal  School  building,  has  an  advantage  which  we  overlooked,  namely,  the 
fact  that  a  street  has  been  laid  out  by  the  city  and  partially  constructed,  lead- 
ing from  Kenwood  road  to  the  rear  line  of  this  lot,  which  would  give  the 
property  a  rear  entrance  which  would  be  of  decided  advantage  in  the  daily  use 
of  the  building  if  constructed  thereon. 

The  writer,  Mr.  Lawrence  Whitcomb,  again  wishes  to  suggest  that  he 
would  be  glad  to  appear  before  your  Board  if  you  desire  further  information 
in  regard  to  this  property.

In  the  meanwhile  I,  myself,  made  a  study  of  the  situation  with  a  view  to 
seeing  whether  the  buildings  could  be  accommodated  to  advantage  on  the 
Crafts  lot,  and  decided  that  it  would  probably  be  necessary  to  purchase  one 
and  possibly  two  estates  on  Kenwood  road,  adjoining  the  new  Kenwood- 
road  School. 

On  September  U,  1903  — At  the  Committee  on  School  Houses,  Mr.  Paine  and 
Mr.  Casey  of  Committee  on  Normal  School  present,  the  Crafts  and  Worth- 
ington-street  sites  were  compared,  but  no  vote  was  passed.  The  general 
feeling  was  in  favor  of  the  Worthington-street  site.
